STAR CHAMBER. 
THE TARIFF GOES TO A CONFERENCE OF TEN 
—CIRCU MSTANCES AND INCIDENTS. 

Wasuiveton, D. G., . 27.—[Special. | 
When the House asse this morning the 
Tariff bill was still in the nine-hole, and it 
seemed doubtful, in view of the Democratic 
tendeney to filibuster, whether it could ever 
be extraeted from its unfortunate position. 
The Democrats still remained in a sullen 
humor, and ali, except @ few of them, re- 
fused to vote when the question was again 
taken on the adoption of the Reed rule. A 
quorum was mustered, notwithstanding, and 
the rule was adopted by a vote of 129 
to 2 The Democrats who braved the 
party-lash and voted—all of them 
in the negative, however—were 
Atherton, Converse, Ermentrout, Geddes, 
Hardenbergh, Hutchins, Ladd, Phelps, J. 
W. Singleton, Speer, Whitthorne, Wilson, 
and Wise, of Pennsylvania. The only Re- 
publicans who voted against the Reed rule 
were Bayne, Campbell, and Walker, of Penn- 
Sylvania, and Ritchie, of Ohio. All the votes 
in favor of the resolution were cast by Re- 
publicans except the one recorded by Paul, 
Readjuster, of Virginia. Without the Dem- 
ocratic negative votes there would not have 
been a quorum. 

As soon as the rule had been adopted Mr. 
Hammond, of Georgia, rose to a question of 
privilege, and offered a resolution to the et- 
fect that the Senate, under the form of an 
amendment to the lnternal Revenue bill, 
had proceeded to invade the constitutional 
prerogative of the House by attaching a re- 
vision of the tariff, and that tiſe bill should 


lie on the table and the Senate be notified of 
the sanre. 

Mr. Calkins made a point Of order against 
this resolution, but was overruled, and Mr. 
Hammond then went on to cite preceden 
and argued that the Senate had violat 
every canon of constitufional propriety in 
the attempt to attach to an Internal Revenue 
bill a bill to revise the 

Mr. Kasson offered a substitute for the 
Hammond resolution, which, while setting 
forth that the House ins “always on its 
exclusive right to originate revenue bills, and 
waives no opinion of ite rights respecting 
the Senate 1 the Internal 
Revenue bill,” declares disagreement to 
those amenaments. 

Mr. Carlisle made a point of order against 
this substitute, and declared that, if his point 
of order should be overruled, he would ex- 
ercise his privilege to move to concur in the 
Senate amendments. 

Mr. Kasson then madea long speech on the 
point of order, which the Speaker sustained, 
ruling out Kasson’s substitute. 

Mr. Haskell then offered asubstitute in the 
form of a resolution with a preamble, all of 
which recites that the House bill has been so 
modified under the color of amendments 
that, in the opinion of the House, it is be- 
lieved to be in conflict with the true fhutent 
and purpose of the Constitution, and, there- 
fore, it is resolved that, if the bill shall be re- 
ferred to a conference committee, said com- 
mittee may, if it shall be considered desirable 
and necessary, take the question of constitu- 
tional prerogative into consideration 
may report the result thereof to the use. 

There was a very long discussion on a 

int of order against Haskell’s substitute. 

he substitute, however, was ruled to be in 
order, and the discussion then branctred off 
into the merits of the question, and the con- 
stitutional lawyers took the floor. Finally, 
the substitute for Hammond’s resolution was 
adopted by vote of 143 to 20. Four Demo- 
crats — Hardenbergh, Morse, Hall, and 
Phelps—voted fur it, and McCoid, Republic- 
an, against it. Otherwise than indicated 
the Democrats were solid for Hammond’s 
resolution, which, if adopted, would have 
killed the Senate bill beyond a hope of res- 
urrection. 

The Democrats here took the röle of ob- 
structionists. As soon as the constitutional 
difficulties had been set aside Mr. Kelley 
moved that the Senate bill be taken from the 
Speaker’s table under the Reed rule, and re- 
ferred to a conference committee. There 
was no debate on this motion, which was car- 
ried by a vote of 148 to 110. Thirteen Demo- 
crats voted for it, as follows: Converse, 
Curtin, Ermentrout, .Hardenbergh, Klotz, 
Ladd, Morse, Mutchler, Hall, Pheips, Speer, 
Wilson, and Wise of Pennsylvania. One 
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ue represents the views of Mr. Al- 
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n ole, this was a day's work with 
which the protectionists of ouse are 
very well contented, While seeniing to do 
all in their power to promote a revision of 
the tarhif they have succeeded in getting for 
themselves the whole credit of sending it to a 
conference ‘committee which may or may 
not make a report which Will be satisfactory 
to them. Should it not do so they will be 
able to beat out its brains with the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and the Demo-

A curious fact of the situation is that opin-

shared by many Representatives, especially 
among the class which has been regarded as 
“panicky” on the situation. It is, beyond 
question, the result which is desired by some 
of the members of the House Committee of 
conference. But this opinion is not enter- 
tained by all members of House 
Committee. One of them, who is likely to 
take an active part in the deliberations 
of the conference, says there will certainly 
be a Tariff bill, and that the attembt to pre- 
vent this will not be successful. Among the 
Senate conference there is no concealment 
of a desire to bave a Tariff pill. One of the 
members of the Senate conference says: 
No, sir; the statement the committee 
will report that the Tariff bill shall be thrown 
overboard, and that the revenue feature of 
the bill shall alone be considered. is not cor- 
rect so far as 1 have any imformation. I. for 
one, shall stand by the flag te the last. We 
want a Tariff bill, and my opinion is that we 
shall have one.” 

Two other members of the Senate Confer- 
ence Committee are reported to have ex- 
pressed similar views. . 

There are atill a greet man ulties in 
the way of a tariff Dill, howe and the time 
is against the bill. Every hour of the day 
now adds to the difficulty of the situation.

“That will be a very vital questi and it 
will be a question the answer to which may 
possibly be determined by a, few men. The 
remaining hours of the session are numbered. 
The Tariff bill is not the only measure 
which has to receive attention. There are at 
least six appropriation bills now pending in 
various forms between the two Ilouses. The 
failure of any ove of them might make au 
extra session necessary, and the party lead- 
ers have decreed that there shali be no extra 
session. At a critical moment objection 
from a few stubborn +“ of any tariff 
legislation, either on Democratic or the 
Republican side, may cause delay that will 
be fatal to the bill. The most can be 
said is that there is nowa very good prospect 
that there will be some kind of a 
Tariff bill, but it cannot be said 
that ali doubts of the passage of a bill have 
been removed.

KEIFER’S GROSS PARTISANSHIP IN MAKING 
UP THE HOUSE-HALF OF THE TARIFF STARB- 
CHAMBER. 

The determination of the ultra-protection- 
ists in the Ilouse to have their own way, and 
to exciude the revenue reformers from all 
participation in tariff legislation, has been 
signaily illustrated during the entire progress 
of the tariff debate. The Committee of Con- 
ference which Speaker Keifer appointed to- 
night uponthe Tariff bill, however, is the 
crowning effortof his protective partisan 
career. The names could not be even read 
in the House without smiles, and there was 
no attempt to suppress the laughter on the 
Democratic _ side. Parliamentary tech- 
nicality has been strained to ut- 
most by the Speaker to secure an 
extreme protectionist committee, while the 
spirit of all parliamentary rule has been vio- 
lated by refusing to the minority adequate 
representation. No severer criticism could 
have been made upon the Speaker’s course 
than the list of the names. The gentlemen 
to whom on the part of the House the Speak- 
er has intrusted the revision of the tariff are 
Judge Kelley of Pennsylvania, Haskell of 
Kansas, MeKinley of Ohio, publicans ; 
Randall of Pennsylvania and Carlisle of 
Kentucky, Democrats. The influences 
which packed the Ways and Means 
Committee in the interests of protec- 
tion by putting three high-taril men 
from Pennsylvania on that committee. 
one a Democrat (Randall), has controlled in 
the appointments ot this conference. It had 
not fora moment been supposed that Mr. 
Keifer would refuse to the advocates of rev- 
enue reform at least two representatives on 
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rotund-figured nan stood erect and 
5 resorting to every parliamentary means 
he could to get the floor and keep it. Mr. 
of California, Chairman of the Com- 
inittee on Commerce, father of the River and 
Harbor bill Jast session, had to the 
front for his vindication. The sp bask an 
was to be the passage of another bill of 
$8,000,000, and it was to be accompanied 
by hot speeches, arraigning the Secretary 
of War for inconsistency, and pointing out 
some weak spots in his record, and 
from all sides of the chamber, but mainly 
from the Democratic side, there came up 
cries; “ Hold your ground!” “ Don’t give 
way!” “ Don’t let an appropriation bil! in- 
tervene! If you do the River and Harbor 
bill will be killed !” 

Mr. Page’s active lieutenants were Kenna, 
of West Virginia—a boyish, sprightly, active 
young man, also a member of the Commerce 
Committee, whose devotion to the great 
maritime interests of the mountains of West 
Virginia has been rewarded by his recent 
election to the Senate and Poindexter Dunn, 
of Arkansas, who wishes to have more money 
appropriated for the Mississippi River to 
purchase an anchor to keep, the improve- 
ments that have already been made from 
floating down to the gulf. 

On the Republican side there was no mem- 
ber who openly had the courage to be active 
for the bill, but there were very many who 
were earnest in their opposition. We don’t 
want a River and Harbor bill,” shouted 
Joyce, of Vermont, out of all parliamentary 
order, “ana Mr. Speaker, tell me when the 
point will be reached when I ean move to 
strike out the enacting clause.” 

Little Mr. Cox, of New York, on the other 
side, was as busy as possible striving to save 
parliamentary advantage, whicli he knew he 
could not lose, and on all sides of the Cham- 
ber the din was indescribable. 

Mr. Calkins vainly interposed with along 
list of contested-election cases, but the River 
and Harbor army mustered in full force. 

The confusion became general until the 
House was declared in recess at 5:30 p. m. 

On one or two motions the friends of the 
River and Harbor bill were defeated, but they 
appeared to be able to rally a small majority 
generally on the question of consideration. 
This, of course, Was no testof the strength 
of the bill itself, but it was significant that 
the time had come when it reauires a gréat 
deal of effort for the friends of the Kiver and 
Harbor bill to induce the House to take it 
into consideration and go into Committee 
of the Whole upon it. 

A two hours’ recess intervened. 

The frinds of the River and Harbor bill 
had not meanwhile been sleeping on their 
arms. They carried their point. r the 
recess the House went into Committee of the 
Whole, and the River and Harbor bill was 
taken up. . 

During the reading of the bill Sunset Cox 
shouted. Read it all. Don’t skip any of 
the items!“ N 

Mr. Hazelton, of Wisconsin, said there was 
no reason to infer that the Clerk was not at- 
tending to his whole duty. He believed that 
he was reading every item. 

“he is not.” said Cox, “and I insist that 
he read every line.“ 

Mr. Page opened the debate on the bill. He 
read portions of the letter of the Secretary 
of War, and alluded to the statement that 
the great highways of commerce needed ap- 
propriations. : 

In answer to the opposition of Mr. Cox and 
to the frequent statements of the latter that 
he (Page) had been defeated for reélection, 
Mr. Page said he knew that; no one knew it 
any better than himself; but Mr. Cox also 
had been beaten. He was in Ohio, 
and then went to New York, 
he would never have been nominated 
in 1872 but for the fact that the 
eminent gentieman whe was to have been 
the candidate died. If the gentlemen from 
New York,” sald Mr. Page, “is defeated 
next time he will then go to Kansas.” Mr. 
Page denied that his River and Harbor vote 
caused his defeat. Hesaid the Democratic 

arty in Catifornia indorsed the River and 
larbor bill in 1882, and if this bill was beaten 
by Mr. Cox. he (Page) would. vote for a 
River and Harbor billas a future member 
trom Califorala. 

As the debate upon the River and Harbor 
bill continued the turbulence increased. 
There were recriminations on every hand. 
The disastrous effects of the elections last 
tall upon the fortunes of many members 
were brought into greater prominence than 
they have been at any time before this ses- 
sion. The debate was used as a text for a 
sort of wake fer the outgoing Congressmen, 
whose political death is to be ascribed to 
the River and Harbor bill. Mr. Page’s speech 
was the key-note of the amgry contest. Chair- 
man Page is generally a man of genial 
disposition, but the memories of the River 
and Harber bill are very bitter. The debate 
had not proceeded far before he lost his tem- 

r. His ‘pacsares at arms with Mr. Van 
Voorkes of New York, and with Sunset Cox 
were very Sharp. Mr. Page was reminded 
in the course of the debate that he had been 
a stage-driver, Mr. Van Voorhis declaring 
that he was not going to be bulidozed by a 
stage-driver. uch of Mr. Page’s difficulty 
was due to the fact that he seemed to try to 
drive the House as he would drive a pair 
of refractory mules over a mountain 
road. ‘The ene refrain of his speech 
was, “Our great highways of commerce.” 
The newspapers were roundly abused by Mr. 
Page and by all who spoke for the bill. 

Mr. Horr, ot Michigan, was another de- 
fender of the bill. He said it contained 
thirty-eight items of less than $5,000 each ; 
nineteen of $5,000; forty-nine of $5,0W to 
810.000; thirty-four of $10,000 to $20,000.

a AT THE COURT-HOUSE 


SHAWNEETOWN. 

A SCENE OF UTTER WO AND DESOLATION. 

SHAWNEETOWN, III., Feb. 2,—(|Corre- 
spondence Globe- Democrat.}—I arrived here 
by the steamer Hopkins Friday night, after 
a journey of several hours over a dark and 
desolate waste of water. The Kiverside 
Hotel was reached in skiffs through strong 
waves, lashed into life by a brisk east wind. 
Though still safe from the flood, six feet of 
water washes the base of this hotel, and boats 
land at the top of the high steps leading to 
the second floor. Nearly 200 eitizens are 
housed there, and though it was close to mid- 
night, acrowd wasin the rotunda anxious 
to hear what news or stray letters the boat 
brought down. The people had been denied 
the world for two weeks, and the arrival of a 
stranger was an event to be recorded, Post- 
master Edwards said no St. Louis papers had 
been received since the 1iith. A few papers 
from Evansville had gotten there, but they 
contained no news. ‘They not only brought 
no news but made the exasperating state- 
ment that the Ohio was going down every- 
where, while in fact the water was still 
crawling up on their houses like a monster 
of destruction. Wait till daylight,” said 
everybody, “and you will see the worst sight 
you ever witnessed. The country doesn't 
know anything about our condition here; it’s 
the greatest calamity that ever happened ‘on 
the Ohio.” Just then two men, out of breath, 
came in a skiff to the hotel in quest of a doc- 
tor. Five miles away in an inundated hoase 
a woman was about to die. Dr. Fals, 
who was in the hotel, put on his 
rubber coat and boots and rowed 
away with the men to give what aid 


there is a scene of misery and squalid pov- 
erty rarely to be met with. The water is 
twenty feet deep and is six feet on the sec- 
ond floor. Skiffs are rowed into the grand 
doorway, and passengers get out on the 
winding stairs and ascend to the third floor. 
On the second floor there is a conglomerate 
gathering of people of all colora, ages, and 
sexes, but all of the extremely-poor clags. 
The blacks looked fat and sleek and greaily 
troubled over the crisis, but the whites were 
thin, cadaverous, billous, and hungry-look- 
ing. There was but little food to be seen. 
Ragged bedclothes were scattered about in 
piles, and broken articles of ancient furnl- 
ture were stacked up here and there. There 
was a corpse in tip house, and for this 
special reason @ pall of gioom had fallen 
upon the temporary inhabitants. Over in 
the corner a ragged old woman of 70, with 
sunbonnet on her head, was croning over the 
dead body of her daughter. The dead 
woman, Amanda Spradley, had given birth 
to a child a week before, on the morning 
she had to move to escape the flood, and had 
fallen a victim to puerperal fever. Amanda 
was W. They said she had been a joose 
woman about town for several years, but as 
she lay there in death, her glazed eyes star- 
ing at the white ceiling above, and her poor 
old mother standing over her holding the 
babe in her arms, with tears streammg down 
her withered cheeks, saying the father, 
whom sue named, should care for his off- 
spring, there seemed to he some justice in 
her claim.

Later ex-State-Treasurer Thomas S. Ridg- 
way, whose home is in Shawneetown, came 
to the Riverside and kindly offered to show 
the deluged town to the correspondent, and 
atan early hour in the foregoon an ample 
skitf, containing Mr. Ridgway, Mayor Mill 
paugh, D. M. Kinsall, and the scribe pulled 
out, with Russell, an expert boatman, and 
an assistant at the oars. One block up Bank 
street brought the boat to Main, where is 
Situated the $83,000 stone structure of Mr. 
Ridgway, the lower portionof which is oc 
cupied by the First National Bank, of which 
he is President, and the upper stories asa 
residence. This is an old-fashioned building 
of the Dorie style of architecture, built 
of solid sandstone, and finished in the 
costliest manner. The lower or basement 
floor, which is used forfidomestic purposes, 
is completely under water, and the floor 
above, which is nearly fifteen feet higher 
than the street, is within two inches of being 
submerged. Mr. Ridgway saia that all his 
furniture had been taken to the upper 
stories, and the valuables, books, papers, etc., 
of his bank were arranged so they could be 
easily cared for. a. 

Opposit the bank is the dry-goods estab- 
lishment of Swofford Bros., alse under 
water to the depth of fourteen feet. The 
firm had moved its goods to the second story 
and rearranged them on high shelves. A 
sigmfrom a high window read Swotford’s 
Landing.“ 

Boing eastward on Main street the boat 
passed the store of A. J. Richeson, badly un- 


Westward, on Bank street, numerous 
houses were found floating or onend. One 
house was so far submerged that only the 
top of the chimney could be seen. Honses 
that were not wrecked were up to the tops of 
their roofs in the water. All the buildings 
were tied to each other with ropes. 

At the foot of Main street is Powell's im- 
mense grain warehouse, 100 feet long and 
forty feet wide, which has floated over a 
half-mile, from the other end of town. For 
the entire length of Mill street the water is 
twenty-five feet deep. 

The brick round-house of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad, to the west, is on high 
ground, but there is twenty-five feet of water 
around it and nine feet inside of it. The 
Ohio & Mississippi depot has turned clean 
around, and is floating in water half-way up 
to the top of the roof. Itis 100 yards from 
where it was, and pow faces the wrong way, 
though a chance wind may turn it again. 

The old Shawnee foundry, with smelting- 
house and valuable machinery, patterns, ete., 
is gone. The City Planing-Mill is in twenty- 
five feet of water, and baptized to its eaves. 

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad depot, 
at the south end of town, is in water halt 
way up to its roof. The depth there Is twen- 
ty-five feet, but the buildime has not moved 
from its foundations, 

In the distance, beyond the levee, is the 
towering remnant of the coal tip, the major 
part of whien has broken away and gone 
down the Ohio. The stave and wooden-dish 
factory has suffered a great loss in staves 
and lumber floating away. A spot where 
three big sawmills stood on the river bank 
was pointed out, but there are no mills there 
ROW. They have gone down with the cur- 
rent.

XTENT OF COUNTRY DOOMED TO 
SAME INUNDATION. 

rena, Ark., Feb. 27.—[Special.]—The 
river is still rising, and, according to the 
oldest peopie, who know better than all 
others by experience, we will have higher 
water than ever before, the great flood of 
1882 not being a circumstance of what we 
are to have within the next ten or fifteen 
days. Helena is the centre of the largest 
country liable to overflow, and is the grand 
distributing point, inasmuch as the railroad 
to St. Louis is upon the only range of hills 
upon the west bank of the Mississippi, south 
of Cape Girardeau, Mo. Still, the lower 
parts of the city, built at the foot of 
the hills immediately upon and near the river, 
are liable in extreme high water to be flooded, 
as was the case last year, when the streets, 
alleys, and yards were navigated by boats for 
two months. The appropriation by the Gov- 
ernment for the levees did not strike this 
section, and the levees that are protecting us 
are the work of individuals, who, having suf- 
fered last year very much, were not capable 
of building embankments as the case de- 

manded. N 
A VAST EXTENT OF COUNTRY THREATENED. 

The levee which protects Helena and the 
country south for thirty miles js still intact, 
butan enormous quantity of water is ap- 
pearing, which in some cases forms great 
bodies of shallow water; but the country be- 
low the end of this levee for 100 miles is al- 
most without the least levee protection, and 
is being overflowed rapidly. Many valuable 
plantations are in that place, and the owners 
will suffer greatly. The prevailing opinion 
is that ifthe Arkansas Congressmen had not 
allowed those of Louisiana and other States 
toshow more ability and gather in more 
than their shares of the sum al- 
lowed to  levees—$1,300,000—by the 
Mississippi kKiver Commission, all 
of our levees would be up dy 
the aid of the Government, and the present 
trouble and more to come would not be. 

The St. Francis River, which empties into 
the Mississippi ten miles north, is rising rap- 
idly, owing to the tributaries, and the fact 
that leading into it some 300 miles above are 
the sunk lands, which extend from New 
Madrid, Mo., and form a great low place, 
upon which water runs in high stages as far 
as the can reach. This phenomena was 
caused the earthquake of 1811. and to it 
is due the great loss and suffering by 
overtiow along the St. Francis so 
often, as though its great width offers an 
inducement for much of the flow of the Mis- 
sissippi to leave its regular course. During 
the overflow of 1882, as THe TRIBUNE was 
informed at the time, the inhabitants lived 
on a few Indian mounds that presented the 
only earth for the hundred miles, and sub- 
sisted off boiled corn and the carcasses of 
dead animals.

Thirteen Exciting Ballots in 
Michigan Without an 
Election. 


The Contest Now Virtually Narrowed, 
Down to Stockbridge and 
Palmer.

Thirteen Ballots for Senator in Michi- 
gan Westerday Without Avail. 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 27.—(Special.)— 
There was little legislation done today, but 
at noon the usual joint convention assembled 
to vote for Senator. Two ballots were taken, 
and then a recess until 3 p. m. was agreed to. 
On reassembling eight more ballots were 
taken, and eventually the Willetts men be- 
gan to break away alittle. At the close of 
the afternoon voting Palmer had thirty-three 
and Stockbridge the same, with but few left 
anywhere to be picked up by any one. An- 
other recess was ordered about supper-time, 
and at 7:30 anotner bout took place, 
opening with the seventy-second ballot, 
in which Stout (Democrat) had 41; 
Palmer, 32; Stockbridge, 38; Willetts, 8; the 
rest scattering. One of the humors of the 
previous ballots had been the frequent 
changes by the Democrats, who vot for 
every available man they could think of, and 
reference to the record of votes shows that 
during the last two months over 100 different 
men have been voted for, many in earnest 
and many in compliment. All interest 
centered on Palmer and Stockbridge after 
the seventy-second vote. On the seventy- 
third bailot Stockbridge still led with 33 to 
Palmer’s 32. There was no material 
change up to the  seventy-fourth 
ballot, when an adjournment took place until 

hursday noen. This closed the longest and 
most exciting contest of the session, thirteen 
baliots having been taken and every nerve 
having been strained to the utmost to gain 
the supremacy. Most of the members of the 
Legislature go to the East Saginaw Conven- 
tion tomorrow, and a tremendous pressure is 
being exerted tonight to give the Stockbridge 
men such a lead as will break up the Palmer 
ranks. The Palmer men meanwhile are cool, 
wary, and not disposed to force things, but 
to await results. The contest now for the 
first time is narrowed down to two men, both 
rich, both eager, and both with powerful in- 
fluence, and there 1s every prospect of a still 
longer contest. 


Wisconsin Senators Moving Vigorously 
in Favor of Free Lumber. 
Mapison, Wis., Feb. 27.—jSpecial.]—In 
the Senate a large amount of routine busi- 
ness was wholly devoted to technical statute 
tinkering. The memorial to Congress urg- 
ing the removal of the duty on lumber came 
up for consideratiop, and Jonas, of Racine, 
made an elaborate argument in favor of its 
passage. He claimed that the pine forests of 
Wisconsin at the present rate would be ex- 
hausted in the course of eight years. This 
not a partisan question. Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike in his county 
were in tavor of it. The people 
of Wisconsin would soon have to look to 
Canada for their supply of lumber. The lum- 
ber interest, he argued, was not an.infant 
industry requir protection. Most of the 
pine lands had n bought 2 
lators at low prices. He thought the fifty 
million of people of the United States were 
entitled to protection from the greed of the 
lumber monopolists. The prices of lumber 
were er going up, The taking off of 
the duty would reduce the price at least $2 
per thousand, and would invite the competi- 
tion of Canadian lumbermen and have a ben- 
eficial effect upon the community at large.

SECRETS OUT OF SCHOOL. 


Remarkable Developments in the Liti- 
gation Between Penusyivania on 
Companies. ö 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 27.— [Special. — The 

recent effort of the Standard Oil Company to 
absorb the Tidewater Pipe Company, its only 
respectable competitor in the petroleum 
trade, has developed some interesting facts 
with reference to the suit brought by the State 
of Pennsylvania against the Standard to 
recover $3,000,000 of unpaid taxes. During 
the litigation between the two oil companies 
E. G. Patterson, of Titusvijé, was examined 
as a witness for the Standard, and in cross- 
examination he made the following state- 
ments: That he made a contract with 
the State to collect enough evi 
dence to convict the Standard of evading 
its taxes; that he got the evidence, but was 
never called on to produce it. The Attorney- 
General and counsel for the Standard 
agreed upon a stated case, and it was de- 
cided against the State. Patterson states 
that he then notified the Standard of 
the evidence he had against it, and 
threatened to reopen the case unless he was 
paid 815,000. The Standard sent him word 
that it wanted peace, and would pay the cash 
to have the evidence suppressed, Of the 
sum fixed Patterson says he has received 
$9,000, and has $6,000 still due him. 
Way the Attorney-General ignored the ac- 
cumulated evidence which the Standard so 
feared and agreed upon a stated case is un- 
known, but it is intimated that it was ef- 
fected by applying a liberal plaster of 
Standard money to a subordinate in the At- 
torney-General’s office. Patterson has been in 
the secret service of the Standard for two 
years or more, and testified to having re- 
ceived and disbursed large sums of its money 
for objects which he declined to state. 


HOG-THIEVES IN ARKANSAS.

Advices received here today from Conway 
County, this State, are to the effect thata 
concocted plan appears to exist in some parts 
of that county to get possession of the hogs 
running in the timber, and by this plan some 
of the farmers have lost nearly every hog 
they owned.

Assignment of Paul D. Hayward, 
Wholesale Paper-Dealer. 

Paul D. Hayward, wholesale paper-dealer 
at No. 195 Lake street, made an assignment 
yesterday to R. E. Jenkins for the benefit of 
creditors. The failure was really of the 
house of Clark, Hayward & Co., as it ex- 
isted until recently, Mr. Lucius Clark hav- 
ing withdrawn from the firm a few days ago. 
The failure is due to the embarrassments 
which have overtaken a large number of 
paper interests run by Clark and his broth- 
ers. The following is a list of the mills Mr. 
Clark was interested in and the amount o 
his interest: 

L. Clark & Co., South Bend, $18,000; Mishr 
awaka Paper Company, $19,000; A. Gaylo 
Pump Company of Mishawaka, $4,000; Black 
& Clark, of Yorkville, III., $14,500; Fox Riv- 
er Paper Company of Yorkville, $7,000; 
gansport Paper Company, $12,000; Black & 
Clark Paper Company of Marseilles, $14,250, 
Of these three—L. Clark & Co., of South 
Bend, and Black & Clark, of Yorkville and 
of Marseilles—are known to have failed or 
allowed their paper to go to protest. 

Clark & Hayward, or Paul D. Hayward, 
was the agency which disposed of most of 
the product of these mills, and of course, 
being intimately connected with thew, 
is forced under by their failure. The 
firm being merely a distributor did not seem 
to need any capital, and, in fact, had none. 
Its assets and liabilities are said to be each 
in the neighborhood of $30,000, 

A reporter asked Mr. Hayward yesterday 
about the failure. He said that the firm nad 
started business but about seven months 
ago,and he managed it. Mr. Clark never 
put any money into it, although he prom- 
ised to invest $10,000 or $15,000 whenever de- 
sired. “Iwas deceived in Mr. Clark,” said 
Mr. Hayward, “although 1 don’t think the 
deception was intentional on his part. Brad- 
street’s quoted the paper concerns he was 
interested in at very good figures, and with 
unquestioned credit, so I thought he was 
good. But I never could get any money out 
of him to put into this 282

TELEGRAPHIC reports from Shawneetown, 
III., show a terrible condition of affairs 
there. Hundreds of residences have been 
swept away by the floods, andif any storms 
should arise before the subsidence of the 
waters the destruction will be far greater. 
It is believed that $250,000 will not cover the 
damage, the largest portion of which falis on 
those least able to bear it. We are glad to 
pote that Chicago, which in the past received 
so liberally at the hands of the generous- 
minded, has taken steps to provide relief for 
the destitute people of Shawneetown. The 
movement is in the hands of a citizens’ com- 
mittee in whom the fullest confidence 
may be reposed, and it is earnestly 
to be hoped that their appeal for 
aid, which we publish this morning, will 
meet with a response worthy of the people 
of Chicago and the Northwest. There are 
unhappily other sufferers needing succor— 
notably the families of the Braidwood 
miners—and the wants of these also will be 
considered by the citizens’ committee, Sub-

STRANGLING THE SENATE TARIFF BILL 

In defiance of all the principles or legisia- 
tion, the monstrous rule for the control of 
the Senate Tariff bill was adopted in the 
House of Representatives yesterday. by a 
vote of 129 to 22. The Republicans voted to- 
gether under the whips of the Pennsylvania 
protection bosses, and the Pennsylvania 
high tariff Democrats, under the same fash, 
furnished enough negative votes to make up 
a quorum. The Democratic votes were just 
as necessary to the passage of the rule as the 
Republican votes were. 

It required a discussion of a couple of 
days to impress upon the country the full 
significance of this rule for the considera- 
tion of the Senate Tariff billin the House. 
It stipulates in so many words that the bill 
shall be disposed of in only one way—viz.: 
by nonconcurrence. It has been said from 
time immemoriai that there are two sides to 
every one question. The rule proposed by 
the protectionists in the House denies that 
proposition. It holds that there is only one 
side to the tariff issue, by decreeing that the 
bill adopted by the Senate has made too many 
concessions to the people, and must either 
bo amended in conference to suit the cod- 
died and pampered interests or else con- 
signed to oblivion on the Speaker’s table. 

It needed only some such proposition as 
this to expose the full measure of greed and 
lack of seruple among the protected classes. 
Here a protestion Senate, whose majority is 
made up in part By drotection Republicans 
and in part by profection Democrats, has 
passed a protection bill. It lowers the tariff 
a very little in some instances, increages it in 
others, and on the average maintains all the 
extortion and injustice of the old war-tariff 
system. in no case of any general impor- 
tance does it bring the foreign manufacturer 
in competition with the American manufaet- 
urer; in all cases it provides that the Amer- 
ican consumer shall pay a bounty to the 


to the quality of his goods. This protection 
bill goes over from the protection Senate to 
the protection House, and there, strange to 
say, it encounters implacable and unalter- 
able hostility—not from the free-traders or 
revenue-reformers, as might have been ex- 
pected—but from the protection senti- 
ment. The protection House insists that 
the protection Senate has not provided 
protection enough for the slaveholding 
bosses of the protection system. Hence the 
protection House says to the protection Sen- 
ate: Tour bill shall never see the light of 
day unless we can pass it through a star- 
chamber conference organized in the inter- 
est of more protection.“ The protection in- 
terestin the House, made up, as in the Sen- 
ate, of both Republicans and Democrats, did 
not propose to risk the ordinary processes of 
legisiation which have served constitutional 
Governments ever since they were organ- 
ized, but invented a special rule to protect 
protection against any possible assault. 

And this rule has been adopted by a vote 
of 129 to 22—the Democrats furnishing votes 
enough to make up a quorum! 

Itis possibie that the adoption of this 
monstrous rule, which negatives all the prec- 
edents and all the equities of legislation, 
will lead toa final agreement upon a tariff 
bill which may be made up in conference on 
the basis of the Senate bill. In that case the 
product will be just what the protectionists 
may see fit to dictate in the privacy of a com- 
mittee-room without discussion, and the 
tariff will remain as oppressive as it is now,

The majority which 
adopted it (much Jess than a majority of the 
whole House) was made up in large part of 
members who misrepresented the people who 
sent them to Congress. If ever a minority 
had the moral right to interpose obstructive 
tactics for the defeat of a measure, this 
rule furnished a proper oceasion. But the 
Democrats, in spite of their loud professions 
in favor of revenue reform, were not dis- 
posed to resist; they provided twenty votes 
to make up the necessary quorum, and would 
have furnished any other number that might 
have been needed to deny to the House a 
right to vote as it pleased. The only hope 
now is that there may be decency enough left 
in Congress to repent of the outrage which 
has been committed, and to refuse at the last 
to take up the Senate bill under the despotic 
condition which has been imposed. 


THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S DEMAND. 

The pending trial of the alleged Phenix 
Park murderers in Dublin has come close 
home to this country through the action of 
the British Government, which has made 
application to the Department of State for 
the extradition of P. J. Sheridan, formerly 
of Ireland, but now employed in New York 
as a reporter on the Irish World, who is sus- 
pected of complicity in the horrible assasina- 
tions of Cavendish and Burke. 

Whatever action the Government may 
take in the premises, it had better not be in 
too great haste. There are many things to 
be carefully considered. It is best to go 
slow until you are sure you are right. Had 
the English Government furnished our own 
with conclusive proofs that Mr. Sheridan 
was one of the murderers of Cavendish and 
Burke there might be no ground for hesita- 
tion. Every right-minded person would in- 
dorse the Government in gfving him up at 
once, as this country is not an asylum for 
foreign assasins. But it must be borne in 
mind that Sheridan is only suspected of be- 
longing to the club called Invincibles, 
and that he is not suspected of be 
ing one of the gang who were 
actively engaged in the killing. It 
must be further remembered that his alleged 
complicity in the conspiracy mW upon the 
testimony of the informer y, who by 
his own showtng is a horribly-depraved 
wretch, and who in his efforts to save his 


Twn worthless neck from the hangman’s 


halter would not hesitate to consign any of 
his acquaintances or associates te the gallows, 
or to accommodate the Government with any 
kind of testimony it desired. Even accept- 
ing all that the informer has stated about 
Mr. Sheridan as correct, public sentiment in 
this country would not stamp him as a mur- 
derer or as guilty of treason. It must be re- 
membered that it is different in England, and 
that hasty words to which no regard would 
be paid by the law in this country constitute 
a treasonable offense there. Admitting al! 
that has been said about him, he is guilty of 
a political offense, The organization to which 
he is alleged to belong may be classed in the 
same category as the Communist, Anarchist, 
and Nihilist associations. It is nothing new 
in Ireland. That country has had these se- 
cret political organizations for years—in fact, 
for centuries—and they periodically break 
out in spasms of rebellious acts against the 
British Government. 

How far, then, we are justified in giving 
up Sheridan—who, if reports are true, has 
only been guilty of a political offense, not of 
actual overt crime—must be a matter of seri- 
ous consideration. Were the case reversed 
the British Government would be very slow 
in acting. It has not been in the habit of 
surrendering political prisoners; on the other 
hand, it has always furnished a ready asy- 
lum for them. Herr Most is an illustration 
in point. He found a secure refuge in Lon- 
don, and might have remained there without 
any interference and continued to publish 
his incendiary sheet had he not seen fit to 
defy English laws. London is constantly 
sought by Anarchists from France and NIhil- 
ists from Russia, because they know they are 
safe there so long as they do not offend the 
Government, which has never been in the 
habit of giving them up. The principle of 
political asylum has always been recognized 
by it; and if Sheridan were an American in 
London charged with the same offense 
against this Government Mr. Frelinghuysen 
might clamor for him until doomsday, and 
then wouldn’t get him. 

The United States Government has not 
been in the habit of delivering up political 
offenders of this class who have sought a 
refuge here, and it appears to be a little late 
to commence the practice now in a case 
which at best rests upon the dubious evidence 
of an utterly depraved informer, and upon a 
charge which would not attract even public 
attention here. For this reason there should 
be no undue haste. Mr. Frelinghuysen, it 
must be borne in mind, is always inclined to 
be superserviceable in accommodating the 
English Government, and it would be 
well for the President to restrain his 
(Frelinghuysen’s) aristocratic pro-English 
tendencies. It would be well to 
ind out when the English Govern- 
ment has ever surrendered those guilty of 
political offenses upon the demand of any 
European Power; or if it did anything of the 
kind during our own War of the Kebellion; 
or if it did not shelter across the Canadian 
border hundreds of traitors engaged in acts 
that Mr. Sheridan would scorn to be an ac- 
complice in. There is no good reason why 
the Secretary of State should be in any haste 
to violate our own precedents and traditions 
in order to accommodate a Government 
which never helped us in worse emergencies. 


UNCONSTITUTIONAL TAXATION. 

The Journal in its slavish devotion to the 
high-protected bosses is still working away 
at the hopeless task of finding for Congress 
constitutional authority under the taxing 
power to confiscate the property of nine 
citizens and give it as a bounty to the tenth 
to enabie him to carry on his business and 
make large profits. The ridiculous argu- 
ment of the Journal is that the power to 
commit this outrage on the majority is found 
in the clause of the Constitution which au- 
thorizes Congress to levy taxes for “ the 
common defense and general welfare.” How 
it promotes the general welfare to seize the 
property of the majority and donate it to the 
minority has never been éxplained by the 
Journal nor any one else; and yet on the 
constitutionality and rightfulness of per- 
petrating that unjustifiable wrong is found- 
ed the authority of Congress for passing a 
“high-protective tariff.“ Such a tariff is 
not claimed to be passed for purposes of rev- 
enue, but for prohibition; not with the 
object of cheapening goods to the con- 
sumer, but, on the contrary, to make 
them artificially dear and expensive, 
in order that certain citizens shall secure 
large profits and amass great wealth at the 
expense of the community. None of our 
high protection exchanges, as far as ob- 


‘served, except the Journal, claim that such 


a tax promotes the general welfare.“ None 
of them have the impudence to put forth so 
preposterous an assumption as that it is good 
for the masses of the people to have their 
earnings confiscated by Congress and given 
to a few pets toenrich them. No journal ex- 
cept our crazy neighbor contends that such 
robbery under the forms of law promotes

ington. James Madison, and James A. Gar- 
field indorsing the monstrous doctrine that 
the Constitution confers on Congress author- 
ity to confiscate the property of one citizen 
under the taxing power and to give it as a 
bounty or gratuity to another, under the pre- 
tense that it was necessary in order to “ pro- 
tect” him in carrying on his private 
business. But the Journal is careful 
not to make any quotations from the 
writings or speeches of those states- 
men avowing any such opinions, But 
the constitutional expounder, Daniel Web- 
ster, in 1820, before he became the attorney 
of a protected monopoly, laid down the 
doctrine to a meeting held in Faneuil-Hall 
that no objection ought ever to be made to 
any ameunt of taxes equally apportioned 
and imposed for the purpose of ratsing 
revenue necessary for the support of Gov- 
ernment, but that taxeg imposed on the peo- 
ple for the sole benefit of any one class of 
men are equally inconsistent with the prin- 
ciples of our Constitution and with sound 
judgment.” 

We have once before quoted the last opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court of the United 
States on the limitation of the taxing power 
of legislative bodies, and which our neigh- 
bor ignored, but we cite it again, as itis 
right to the point, and in support of Web- 
ster’s proposition. It is the case of tle Loan 
Association vs. Topeka, 20 Wallace, 662, in 
which Mr. Justice Miller, delivering the 
opinion: of the court, used the following 
clear and emphatic language: 

Beyond a cavil there can be no lawful tax 


whicb is not laid for a public pu purgers. 
To lay with one band the power of the Govern- 


ment on the property of a eltisen and with the 
other bestow it upon favored tmdividuals, to aid 
private enterprises and build up private fort- 
unes, is none the less because it is done 
—.— the forms of the law and is called tax - 

What the Supreme Court here declares 
cannot be legally done is precisely what “a 
high protective tariff” is intended to accom- 
plish, It takes away the property of the peo- 
ple in the form of artificially high prices on 
the necessaries of life to bestow the money 
thus extorted upon favored individuals, to 
aid private enterprises, and to build up fort- 
unes in a way that is none the less robbery 
because it is done under the forms of law 
and is called “high protective tariff.” Un- 
less the Journal can meet and overthrow 
these propositions of Webster and the Su- 
preme Court it had better relapse into silence.

THE NEW CITY LICENSE SYSTEM. 

‘The Common Council has endeavored to 
atone for its persistent refusal to increase 
saloon licenses in proportion to the public 
demand and the necessities of the City Gov- 
ernment by increasing the fees on other busi- 
nesses which have paid licenses heretofore 
and by adding to the list pretty much every 
business which may be licensed under the 
terms of the General Incorporation act. If 
the Aldermanic theory is that public senti- 
ment may be placated by this means the pro- 
ceeding is only another Illustration of the 
low average of intellect in the Council. The 
deficiency in municipal revenues might jus- 
tify the special taxation of certain lines of 
legitimate business (over and above the as- 
sessment for personal taxes which such busi- 
ness is required to pay), but certainly not 
until other means for raising revenue had 
been exhausted. This is not the case. Had 
the Council adopted the $500 saloon license 
demanded by the public, outside of the saloon- 
keepers and the loafers who hang about 
them, the revenue from this single source 
would have been several times as much as 
can be collected from a multiplicity of li- 
censes, no embargo would have been placed 
on any branch of legitimate business, and 
the cause of public morals and public safety 
would have been served, pari passu, with 
the financial necessities of the city. 

Aside from this consideration, which 
stamps the course of the Common Council as 
eutirely subservient to the saloonkeepers’ in- 
terests, the schedule uf licenses adopted ex- 
hibits a singular mixture of justice and in- 
justice. The following tables show the 
liceuses agreed upon:

Ald. Shorey opposed this license scheme 
in all its parts on the ground that the assess- 
ments were levied for the purpose of raising 
revenue, and entirely without regard to the 
police regulation, for the exercise of which 
the privilege of licensing these occupations 
wasconferred upon the Council. Whether 
or not this point is valid can only be decided 
after the courts have passed upon it, but it is 
probable that they will give the authority of 
the charter the broadest construction and 
sustain these and other licenses which may 
be fixed under the explicit terms of the law. 
At the same time it is obviously bad policy 
for a City Government to discourage any 
legitimate business which contributes to 
the general prosperity of the community. 
For instance, it is either absurd or vicious to 
tax lumber-yards, which contribute many 
millions annually to the business of Chicago 
and give steady employment to many thou- 
sands of men, just as much as the saloons 
which prey upon the men thus employed 
and eat up the earnings which ought to go to 
the better support of their families. Noth- 
ing except the right to regulate the conduct 
ot businesy of an extra-hazardous character 
or subject to abuse justifies unequal taxa- 
tion, There is no reason why bakers, butch- 
ers, lumbermen, bill-posters, auctioneers, 
etc., should pay license except by that means 
to bring them within the direct control of 
the city authorities. Vehicles stand upon 
a difiérent footing. They help to wear out 
the streets, and if they may be lawfully taxed 
in addition to the personal property assess- 
ments their owners pay, there is a certain 
justice in the additional liability put upon 
them. So in the case of pawnbrokers and 
junkdealers, a high license may be properly 
regarded as a repressive police measure, cal- 
culated to restrain abuses and to limit the 
number of such occupations to the actual ne- 
cessities of the people, as in the case of sa- 
loons. But this is not true of any other item 
in the license list. 

It is evident that the Council, which is di- 
rectly under the control of saloon influences, 
had a double purpose in fixjng the new 
license rates—viz.: revenue and revenge. It 
was hoped that by distorting and abusiag the 
privilege conferred by the charter legitimate 
business may be forced. to make good in part 
the deficiency in the city budget. But there 
was also the desire to get even with legiti- 
mate business for demanding an increase in 
saloon licenses, The saloonkeepers have de- 
clared their resentment at being charged 
even $103 a year—a figure fixed by one of 
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and they have evidently issued their orders —— teeth 


the Aldermen they control to punish legit- 

ate business as far as theycan. If the 
Council had already adopted the 8500 fee for 
saloons there wou'd have been much less 
reason to criticise the other licenses. But 
when the Council charges auctioneers three 
times as much as it charges saloons, and as- 
sesses |umber-yards, intelligence-offices, soap- 
factories, tanneries, and bill- posting the same 
special tax that saloons pay, it is very evi- 
dent that the saloonkeepers themsélves have 
dictated the terms. 

ME. PARNELL’S REPLY. 

Mr. Parnell bas at last risen in his place in 
the Commons, and again he has shown his 
moderation and good sense by making his 
speech the supplement to his motion for an 
amendment to the speech from the Throne, 
instead of bandying words with his antag- 
onist, Mr. Forster, or descending to personal 
abuse. Severe as his reply is, it contains 
nothing censurable, which was undoubtedly 
a disappointment to his enemies who set the 
trap to catch him. The more Mr. Forster’s 
attack is considered the more certain it ap- 
pears that he expected to provoke Mr. Par- 
nell into some assault upon the Government 
which could be used as a pretext for his arrest 
or at least for his eXpulsion from the House, 
but the great leader was found to be on 
guard against surprise of thatsort. His re- 
ply is a legitimate criticism of a policy in- 
stead of persons, a protest against the eruel 
and vindictive acts of Government, and not a 
denunciation of the Government itself. He 
could have made no better answer to Mr. 
Forster’s bitter personal assault than by 
treating it with siient contempt and not al- 
lowing himself to be diverted from his legiti- 
mate purposes. 

Parnell’s reply, therefore, is in the nature 
of a protest, instead of an assault—a protest 
against what the Irish people conceive to be 
a severe and cruel law, cruelly administered, 
His indictment in some respects is sustained. 
That the Coercion law has been harshly, and 
in several instances cruelly, enforced admits 
of no question. The Irish papers, since its 
passage, have been filled with the names of 
persons arrested under the curfew clause, 
for instanee, amounting to hundreds upon 
hundreds, searcely one of whom has been 
convicted. Those who were convicted were 
guilty of mere trivial offenses, committed 
through ignorance rather than malice, and 
this of itself shows that the law has been 
abused. Even in cases of outrage, the law 
has not beep administered as it would be in 
this country. Prejudiced juries have been 
impaneled, Jadges have acted as prose- 
cutors, and prisoners have not had what we 
should calla fair hearing in all cases. No 
one would wish to shield those who com- 
mitted the outrages, or to condone their of- 
fenses, but every one would concede to them 
a fair and unprejudiced hearing. This they 
have not always had in the English courts, 
and the inevitable result is to still further 
inflame the excitable people, even those who 
have no sympathy with the prisoners, and to 
intensify their hatred for England. 

Parnell’s protest upon this point was made 
with great force. When the administration 
of law becomes hateful and itis used as an 
engine of abuse, its tendency is to engender 
hate against the administrators and sym- 
pathy with the lawbreakers. The task of 
governing Ireland is difficult enough at the 
best, but it is not made any easier by an 
abuse of the governing power or by needless 
harshness. Centuries of experience have 
testified that itis impossible to govern Ire- 
land and keep the people peacefu! and orderly 
by constant and unmitigated force, and Mr. 
Parnell’s warning that the Government can- 
not continue to govern it without the sym- 
pathy ot its people is the very core of the 
whole question, as it has been the core of his 
own policy from the first. No one expressed 
more hatred or disgust at the brutal murders 
of Cavendish and Burke than Mr. Parnell and 
his associates in the league and all other 
well-disposed Irishmen. Had the Govern- 
ment at that time confined its retaliatory 
measures to the secret society which orgau- 
ized and carried out these murders there 
would have been no sympathy with the mur- 
derers and no complaint at the course of the 
Government, but its first act was to passa 
law which was tantamount to making every 
man in the districts to which it applied a 
suspicious character. It closed every man’s 
mouth, bound every man’s hand, locked 
every man into his house at sound of cur- 
few. It substantially made no distinction 
between honest, respectable men and the 
villians who secretly planned those horrible 
crimes. 

Mr. Parnell’s amendment failed to pass, of 
course, but his warning remains, and it is 
just as true today as it always has been that 
conciliation is better than persecution, and 
that Ireland can never be pacified by severity 
orcruelty. It is tortunate for Ireland that 
in this emergency she has the guidance of a 
leader so wise, moderate, and cool-headed, 
and that his contemptuous defiance of Mr. 
Forster’s coarse and brutal philippie has 
nnited him more closely than ever before to 
all ranks of the Irish people. He has shown 
himself entitled to their confidence, and they 
will do well to follow his counsels, 


MAGNETIC POLITICS. 

All the while that Congress is shillyshally- 
ing with the Yellowstone Park matter, as it 
is with everything else it has to do, the per- 
sons who secured a snap lease of the park 
from a subordinate of the Interior Depart- 
ment are going ahead with their operations. 
They have taken possession. They have a 
“vested right.” Senator Windom, whose 
sands of office are expiring, arose in the Sen- 
ate on Monday and defended the lease! This 
is a very queer Government. From the 
Fourth-of-July orations and similar litera- 
ture the people have imbi e idea that 
they were living under a Stem that had 
abolished all kindsof aristocracy and special 
privileges, and was administered by the 
agents of the commonality for the general 
benefit. But as a matter of fact our Govern- 
ment at this time resembles none other se 
much as that of France just before the revo- 
lution, or that of England just before Charles 
the First lost his head. 

It is apparently impoasible for anything to 
be done in the popular interest. Whether it 
is Alaska or the Yellowstone Park, or the 
negotiation of a Hawaiian treaty, or the 
imposition of taxes, it has become obsolete 
for any other motive to be permitted to enter 
than the desires of some syndicate. 

One would suppose that a Nation that has 
thousands of soldiers doing nothing, scat- , 
tered all over the country, garrisoning posts 
that need no such protection, could with the 
most perfect ease protect the Yellowstone 
Park from its visitors, and protect the visit-- 
ors from the Indians. Hotels for the ac- 
commodation of the public could be 
erected by lessees in the neighborhood 
of the military posts By this plan 
alf danger of depredations would be 
done away with, and the park would be 
opened to the world under the appropriate 


auspices—those of -the Government. But |

Taxation for revenue only is, therefore, a 
fundamental maxim of alltrue liberty. Sones 
tion perverted from tbis purpose to the object 
of so-called protection, to any class, is not only 
illegitimate, but a violation of right and justice, 
and, in my judgment, contrary to the spirit of 
the Constitution. 

In laying down these self-evident truths 
Mr. Tucker only followed the doctrine laid 
down by Daniel Webster in his Faneuil Hall 
speech in 1820 and by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in a recent decison.

No; that is a falsehood; he never cited 
either Webster or the Supreme Court to 
prove that it was constitutional for Virginia 
to secede from the Union; but he does quote 
from Webster, from Chief-Justice Marshall, 
and from a recent Supreme-Court decision, 
showing by them that a legislative body has no 
constitutional right to employ the taxing pow- 
er to confiscate the property of the communi- 
ty to bestow on individuals to aid their en- 
terprises, under the plea of “ protection.”

GLASS SHINGLES. 

A manufacturing firm in Pittsburg, says the 
Brick, Tile, and Material. Review, has made a 
neu departure in the use of glass, a patent hav- 
ing recently been granted to them for the man- 
ufacture of giass shingles. It is claimed for 
this material that it is more durable, stronger, 
and more impervious to rain than slate or any 
otber substance now used. The manufacture 
of these shingies will also be comparatively in- 
expensive, and they can be piaced ia position 
by any ordinary workman. They can be used 
for weather-boarding or siding houses, and will 
be found especially serviceabie for conser- 
vatories or hot-houses, as they can be made of 
transparent as well as of opaque or transiucent 
giass. These shingles bave the advautage of 
siate in severel particulars. In consequence of 
their shape they lie solid on the roof, and 80 
can be used of comparatively Hat roots, and 
they will admit of persons walking on them 
witifout danger of fracture, a quality which 
slaté does uot possess. They are interlocked 80 
as to leave no interstices between them, and 
ohe rivet holds each pair of sbingies,so that 
they cannot be forced from their places by 
wind or other atmospberic disturbances. They 
are also made so as to have very little waste 
material, It takes 300 siates, each eight by 
twelve inches, to cover what is teonnically 
known as a square of roof (a space mene- 
uring ten feet each way), but 150 of these shin- 
gies will suffice for the same space. Siates lap on 
the ends in the roofing, but the sbingles lap on 
the sides. It bas been proved by experiment 
that of two adjacent houses, one covered with 
siate and the other with transiucent glass. the 
beat of a room near the roof in the former 
building will exceed that of one similarly situ- 
ated in the latter, during summer, by thirteen 
degrees, Flass roofs are also warm in winter. 
Glass is likewise a non-conductor of electricity, 
and houses with these roofs will need no light- 
D conductors. „ the kind of glass 
intended to be us in these stingies is non- 
transparent, yet epaces for eky-ligbts may be 
led with transparent glass. The ex 
parts of the shingies are corrugated to increase 
the strength aud carry off the water. “The firm

THE PASSION PLAY. 
SALMI MORSE IN THE POLICE COURT. 

New York, Feb. 27.—[Special.]—Salm! 
Morse, accompanied by his counsel, ap- 
peared this afternoon at the Tombs to an- 
swer the charge of violating the theatrical 
act and giving a dramatic performance with- 
out a license, on which he was arrested ov 
Saturday evening. The court-room was well 
filled. Among those present were the young 
man Wannamaker, who assumes the part of 
the Nazarene in the performange, the stage 
manager, Converse L. Graves, Charles K. 
Thorne, and a number of lawyers. A dele- 
gation from the “multitude” occupied 
the benches in the rear of the 
court. Justices Ford and Smith sat 
with Justice Duffy. Corporation-Counse! 
Andrews said that only two questions were 
under consideration in the present hearing— 
viz.: First, is the production described as 
the Passion Play a drama? and, second, was 
the performance given on Saturday evening 
a public performance? He submitted gn af- 
fidavit of J. J. Fitzgerald describine the 
premises and showing that they had been 
altered from a church intoa stable, then 
into an armory, and from that form into a 
theatre. To this was added qn affidavit of 
Capt. Williams detailing the circumstances 
of the arrest, and various other minor aili- 
davits in turn succeeded this. 

MORSE’S SIDE. 

W. W. Howe, the counsel for the defense, 
in an excited speech presented Mr. Morse’s 
ease. He was constantly interrupted by 
wild protests from Mr. Andrews, who de- 
clared that this mannerof procedure was en- 
tirely unvrecédented. Mr. Howe said that 
this was a case wherein the liberties of a 
whole city were trembling in the balance. A 

rate place had been invaded, and Mr. 
Morse had been arrested. Much less than 
this had stirred up the revolution that had set 
this people free. He asked for the dismissal of 
the complaint and the diseharge of his client 
on the ground that the ** Passion” wasa re- 
ligious exhibition, and that it was given be- 
fore au audience of invited guests, and 
therefore not the public, no admission fee 
being charged. : 

THE PROSECUTION. 

Capt. Willlams was questioned by the pros- 
ecution to show that the place where the ex- 
hibition was given was fitted up as a theatre. 
lie said further chat the veoble on the stage 
were in costume. A program with the 
names ot the scenes printed on it and a writ- 
ten pass for two people signed by Morse 
were put in evidence. bs sigs 

Mr. Howe asked Capt. Williams if he saw 
an organ to the left of the stage, and he au- 
swered no. He did notice that the curtain 
displayed a painting that was sacred in its 
suggestion and character, He declared that 
he acted in making the arrest under lustruc- 
tions from Inspector Thorne, the acting Su- 
perintendent of Police. He said he had seen 
no money taken at the door. 

Mr. Howe summed up elaborately on the 
points previously made, 

Mr. Andrews cuntended that the Passion“ 
was a drama, and that the exhibition had 
been a public one. 

Mr. Howe denied both assumptions. He 
said that the city would be sued for damages. 
Justice Duffy announced that he would give 
his decision on Thursday. 


JESSE HOYT’S DAUGHTER. 
WAS SHE KEPT AWAY FROM HER FATHER’S 
BEDSIDE FOR CORRUPT REASONS? 

NewYork, Feb. 7. — [Special. Mary Irene 
Hoyt, the daughter of the late Jesse Hoyt, 
was taken in June last to tne Friends’ In- 
sane Asylum, near Philadelphia. Miss Hoyt 
and mother began, some time ago, proceed- 
‘Ings to have the prebate of Mr. Hoyt’s will 
revoked. An application, probably for the 
purpose of assisting the contestants in some 
way in the will case, was made today to 
Judge Freeman, in the Superior Court Cham- 
bers, for an order directing Seiden H. Wal- 
cott, Henry B. Willard, and George Dillon 
to show cause on March 9 why they should 
not produce the certificate upon 
which Miss Hoyt was committed 
to the asylum. The affidavit on which the 
order to show cause was granted sets forth 
that Judge Truax approved the certificate 
on which Miss Hoyt was committed on June 
6, 1882. Miss Hoyt was accompanied to the 
asylum by. her uncle, Samuel N. Hoyt. She 
Was kept at the asylum until after the death 
of her father. The certificate, Which was 
approved by Judge Truax, is said 
to have been made by Dr. Tol- 
cott. lt is not on file in 
the office of the Clerk of the Court, and there 
isno memorandum or record of it in that 
office, It is alleged that it is the practice to 
file such certificates, and that there is a court 
rule requiring them to be filed. The statute 
requires the certificate of two piyetctans be- 
fore a person can be committed to an asylum 
for the insane. In the case of Miss Hoyt it 
has been impossible to ascertain who 
was the other physician, if any, who 
signed the certificate upon which 
she was committed. It is supposed 
that this other physician is either Dr. Dillon 
or Dr. Willard. written demand had been 
made on Dr. Hall, the Superintendent of the 
Friends’ Asylum, for the ) products of the 
certificate, but Dr. Hail had refused to com- 
ply with the demand. It is finally charged 
that Miss Hoyt was wrongfully and illegally 
committed to the asylum, and for the sole 
purpose of preventing her from being with 
or seeing her father, who was dying, and who 
had made a willin which he gave the most 
of his vast estate, amounting to $10,000,000, 
to his brothers and nephews, although he 
had a wife and daughter. Judge Truax 
could not remember whether he approved of 
one or two certificates, nor whether he did 
so at the court-house or at his house.

He also 
occasionally drew a check in the name 
of some depositor who could not write, 
always selecting a depositor whose ac- 
count had been closed, and cashed it out 
of me money drawn by himself, When the 
examination had thoroughly established his 
guilt Charles L. Rickeraon, one of the mana- 

ers ot the bank, wade a complaint against 
fim and Justice Davis issued a warrant for 
his arrest. The warrant was placed in the 
hands of ,Detective Stanton, who found 
Cook at his home in Paterson and brought 
him to Jersey City. The prisoner today 
made a full confession, stating that he had 
taken $10,300 in all. He will probably elect 
to be tried in the Court of Special Seasions 
and plead guilty.

SMUGGLING. 

HEAVY SEIZURES, BY CUSTOMS OFFICERS. 

New York, Feb. 27.—[Special.]—Special- 
Agents-of-Customs C. N. Brackett and C. C. 
Adams have been specially active of late, 
and have made several important arrests 
for attempted smuggling, by which the 
Government has been saved thousands 
of dollars, Information reached Capt. 
Adams, a few days ago, in the 
absence of Capt. Brackett, that large quan- 
tities of goods were being made. up by En- 
glish and French tailors for merchants in 
this clty who were in Europe, and Intended 
to bring them as baggage on the steamers. 
By exercising special vigilance the offi- 
cers discovered that prominent New York 
tallors had, in collusion with .some of the 
inspectors of customs, taken several trunks, 
Valises, and other packages, containing fine 
made-up clothing and tailors’ goods, from 
the steamer Alaska at the pier without the 
customary examination. This morning 
Capt. Adams made the largest seizure 
of dutiable goods that has been made 
by special agents for many years. The value 
ot the seizures was about $25,000. The larg- 
est part of the property was seized at the 
Store of Michael Byrne, in Nassau 
street. The goods were in tour 
large and heavy packing-cases, which 
could only be hahdled by three or four men. 
On the cases were the marks of the Inspect- 
ors at the pier of the Williams & Guion 
Line, where the Alaska lies. It is stated 
that nothing but corruption on the part of the 
Inspectors can possibly explain the passing of 
theses goods without the payment of duties. 
A smaller seizure was made at the store of 
Matthew Roche in Fifth avenue. This in- 
cinded a number of suits made by Poole in 
London. A telegram was sent to Philadel- 
phia giving the special agents there infor- 
matton concerning smuggled goods, and a 
selzure was made in that city,

THE CHICAGO APPOINTER. 

Col. William N. Brainard has been a resi- 
dent of Chicago and a prominent and active 
member of the Board of Trade for over 
twenty-five years. Heis a native of New 
York State, and was born in Madison Coun- 
ty in 1823. During the exciting times of 1849, 
when the glowing reports of Calitornia’s rich 

old mines were in everybody’s mouth, Col,

In 1877 he was President 
and one of the founders of the Call Board. 
The Colonel has also been deeply eugrossed 
in political matters during the last few 
years, and in 1873 was appointed Canal Com- 
missioner by ex-Gov. Beveridge. It was dur- 
ing the time which he held this office that 
the extensive ship-canal locks on the IIlinois 
Rivet were built. He was also Chairman of 
the Grain Inspecting Committee, and took an 
active part in securing the passage of the 
grain laws in the Legislature. Mr. Brainard 
departed for Springtieid last evening, seeming 


' exceedingly jubilant over his appointment. 


Before leaving he stated to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter that he should cease speculating in 
grain and devote his entire time to the 
duties of his newly-acquired position. 

A reporter circulated around among some 
of the prominent Board of Trade men yes- 
terday and inquired of them whet they 
thought about the appointment. Without a 
single exception they seemed to be delighted 
over the good fortune of Col. Brainard, and 
te it that he was just the man for the 
oftice.

THE DEADLOCK. 

PROPOSITIONS FOR COMPROMISE. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
The air was a trifle more wholesome after to- 
day’s thunder-storm in the House, and the 
spirit of compromise stronger than ever. Mr. 
Harper, Mr. Parker, and several other lead- 
ing Kepublicans, drew up an agreement 
shortly after the adjournment, which adozen 
Republicans and a dozen Democrats agreed 
to sign, and to which several names were in- 
deed attached. The plan provided that the 
twelve Republicans were to vote No“ on 
Morrison’s motion, on condition that the 
twelve Democrats signing the agreement 
would vote to substitute the favorable 
minority for the unfavorable majoriiy report 
on the Harper bill. By this agreement 

Democrats preserved their scruples 
against downing Haines to the triumph of 
Morrison, while the Republican and Demo- 
cratic friends of high license of course 
scored a big point for the advancement of 
their measure. Morrison himself. who was 
willing to sink his personality for the god 
of the cause, gave his consent to the arrange- 
ment, and everything promised to move 
along smoothly. Harper and Parker were 
busy during the afternoon, however, and 
were decidedly astonished early in the eveny 
ing to find that Faller, Parish, McFie, 
Rogers, Mitchell, Lawrence, Kennedy, 
Walker, Pedersen, Fairbanks, Pear- 
son of McDonough, and Tryon had signed 
an agreement declining to vote on Morri- 
son’s motion to table Haines’ appeal on con-“ 
dition that the Democratic side of the House 
wouid vote.

Charley Fuller, 
the moving spirit, went to Morrison, while 
the latter was engaged in the committee 
work, gave him the impression that it was 
the Harper agreement, and got his verbal 
consent. In this way he secured the other 
names. From the fact that Fuller himself 
has a high-license bill on second reading, 
and that under agreement No. 2, the Harper 
bill, for anything to the contrary, might be 
referred to and pigeon-holed in the License 
Committee, and be forever sat upon 
by the majority of that committee, 
several who signed the paper began to 
suspect that they had been played,“ in or- 
der to advance the Fuller bill, and thus 
gratify its author's pride. Having signed, 
too, under a misapprehension, they straight- 
way began to repudiate Fuller and all his 
works, until it soon became apparent that 
the agreement was necessarily off. Nothing

COOK COUNTY’S CHARTER. 


THE PROPOSITION OF THE CITIZENS’ ASSO- 
CIATION. 


The efforts of the Citizens’ Association in 
the direction of securing anew charter for 
Cook County have at last taken a tangible 
form, and have resulted in the drafting of a 
resolution, which is now in the hands: of 
Senator Mason, to be presented to the State 
Senate at once. The resolution is as fol- 


lows: 

Resolved, By the Senate, the House of Repre- 
sentatives conourring, that the followimg 
amendment to the Constituuon be submitted to 
the electors of the State—viz.: To add to Sec. 7. 
of Art. 10, the following: 

Provided, The Governor may appoint, by and 
with the consent of the Senate, a commission 
consisting of ufteen persons. residents and citi- 
zens of Cook County, who sbaill serve without 

ny. and who shall prepare and submit to the 

overnor in a report signed by at least two- 
thirds of all the members of said commission, a 
Harter or form of government for the people of 
Cook County, Which spall, if adopted as herein 
provided, tuke the place of all forms of municipal 
government in said county. whether city, town, 
rk, or otherwise, so far as therein provided. 
he Governor shall cause such charter so ro- 
ported to him by said commission to be submit- 
ted to the legai voters of Cook County at the 
next general election, and the County Clerk of 
said county hall, upon the direction of the Gov- 
ernor, give nutice to the legai voters of Cook 
County of the submission of said obarter at 
said election in the manner prescribed by the 
General Blection law which may be then in 
ferce for giving notice of elections. At suc 
election on the baliot of each elector of Coo 
County voting at such election may be written 
or printed the words. For proposed charter” 
or ** Against proposed charter.“ and said ballot 
cast for or against said charter shail be can- 
vassed and returned in the manner provided by 
the General Election law then in force for the 
canvass and return of ballots for county officers. 
Aud if a majority of the votes cast in Cook 
County at such election shail be for the pro- 
posed charter, then such charter shall be deemed 
to have been adopted, and shall take effect and 
be in force iu said county for the purposes and 
in manner and form as therein provided. 
Said County of Cook, after the adoption of said 
charter, may make changes in the Government 
of said county and amendments to said charter 
upon the recommendation of a commission to 
be appointed thereafter as above provided. But 
said changes or amendments shall not take ef- 
fect. until the same shali have been adopted by 
the legal voters of said county in the manner 
prescribed for the adoption of the original 
charter. Said County of Cook sball in all ro- 
spects be subject to the legisiation of the State 
of Lilinois, except as to its form — Eg tg age 
and the matters and things provided for in said 
charter.

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THE HOUSE. 
ENTER THE TRICK CLOWN. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.—[Special.]—The 
Lake County windbag got the floor at the start 
this morning and held it, in spite of points of 
order,for a quarter ofan hour or longer. His 
first drive was an unsuccessful attempt to pro- 
cure the reading from the Clerk's desk of an al- 
lewed funry paragraph in an alleged Springtieid 
newspape , supposed to reflect on the Speaker 
and Ike Morrison, and to exalt Haines. Failing 
in that be solemuly announced that he had an 
objection to the approval of the journal, but 
without indicating where the journal was 
wrong or making any motion to correct it went 
on with bis usual discharge of words.

In the course of 
the next half hour the professional taliking-ma- 
chine got down to bis motion, which was to ex- 
punge from the journal the Speaker's decision 
that, pending the present business, a motion to 
suspend the rules was out of order. In thiscon- 
nection be went on to say that tne decision would 
set a very troublesome precedent and make it 
impossibie fur the House, no matter bow great 
the emergency, to take up any other business 
than that already pend tng. 

SQUELCHED. 


Speaker Collins restated his decision, and re- 
minded Haines that the House was now acting 
under a suspension of the rules, brought about 
for the purpose of considering the Kiupp reso- 
fution. Under Cushing, a motion to suspend the 
rules was not in order so loog as the House was 
acting under a suspension of the rules. 

Haines coughed and spit awhile, said be had 
forgotten that the House was acting undera 
suspension of the rules, and finaliy drew in bis 
horus and temporarily collapsed. The journal 
was thereupon formally approved ard gotten 
out of the way.

bim to Shawneetown. 

CARBONDALE BONDS. 

Senator Lemma today offered a resolution, 
which was laid over under the rule, reciting the 
fact that the City of Carbondale had outstand- 
ing a debt of $75,000 on account of bonds issued 
for the construction of the Southern Illinois 
Normal University and directing the Governor 
on that account to surrender to the City of Car- 
bondale for cancellation the $8,000 of bonds now 
in possession of the State and issued by said city 
in aid of the Southern Illinois Normal Univer- 
sity. 

BAILING PERSONS INDICTED. 

The following bill amending the criminal code, 
introduced by Senator Berggren, of Knox, was 
passed without discussion and sent to the House: 

“sec. I. Be d enacted, ete.: That Seca. I. 3, and 
4, of Div. XII. of an act entitled An act to re- 
vise the law in relation to criminal jurispru- 
dence,’ approved March 27, 1874, in force July 1, 
1874, be and the same are hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

“Seo. I. Wheu an indictment is found as a 
true bill. if the offense is bailabie, the court shall 
make an order fixing the amount of bail to be 
reguired of the accused. 

“Sec. 3. When the offense is bailabie, the Clerk 
shall indorse on the process the amount of bail 
reguired by the order of the court, and, if the 
court orders the process returnable forthwith, 
the capias shall require the accused to be arrest- 
ed and brought immediately to court. . 

“ Seo. 4. The Sheriff, or in case of bis absence 
or inability, the Coroner or some one of the Con- 
tables of the county to dien the capias is di- 
rected, shall arrest the person named in the 
warrant, endif the offense is ballable, and the 
writ is not returnabie forthwith, let him to Dail, 
if sufficient bail is offered, or if the offense is not 
baliabie, or sufficient bail is not offered, take his 
body to the jail of the county where the capias 
is returnable, end deliver him, together with 
the capias, to the keeper of the jail, there to ro- 
main until discharged in due course of law. If 
the process is ~e.urnabie forthwith, the accused 
hall be immediately brougbt into court, when 
he shall be either committed, bailed, or tried, as 
the court may direct; butif the court shail not 
be in session when the officer makes the arrest, 
so that the accused may be let to bail in open 
court, such officer may let him to bail condi- 
oned for his appearance on the day to which 
the court stands adjourned, if sufficient bail is 
offered. The Sheriff or otner officer taking such 
bail shail be autborized and required to admin- 
ister oaths for the purpose of ascertaining the 
sufficiency of the bail offered.” 


TWO APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Senate also passed and sent to the House 
the regular biennial measure appropriating 
$500,000, or such sum as may be nevessary, for 
the pay of the officers and members of the next 
General Assembly and the salaries of the State 
officers for the next two years; and the bill a 
propriatt $2,545.19 to Robert Wilson for the 
services of himselt and assistants in survey 
overfiowed lands by direction of the Commissi 
of Claims. 

THE EXPRESS BILL. 


Whiting’s bill imposing a tax of I per cent on 
the gross receipt of express companies stood 
first on the list of bills on second reading. This 
measure bas given certain persons much un- 
easiness, and fears have been expressed that it 
would be kept hung up without bemg acted 
upon decisively. When the bill was reached to- 
day in its reguiar order, Senator Whiting moved 
to postpone its consideration until tomorrow. 
He said he proposed this as a measure of econ- 
omy, because there was not a full attendance, 
and if the bill were discussed ever so fully to- 
day, it would have to be discussed over n on 
the third reading. 

Senator Walker opposed postponement, but 
Senators Hereley and White thought it just to 
extend this courtesy to Senator Whiting, whose 
motion to postpone finally prevailed. 

NEW BILLS. 

Among the new bills introduced was one by 
Senator Hamiitvun to authorize City Councils 
and Boards ot Trustees in making special assess- 
ments to provide for their payment in annual 
installments. 

Senator Condee introduced a Dill to require 
the automatic closing of passenger and frei«bt 
elevator batchways by horizoatail doors in all 
buildings wherein elevators are used.

LOCAL OPTION. 

There was considerabie discussion over Clark’s 
bill providing that the question of license may 
be voted on in municipalities annually at special 
elections, it a vote be demanded by one-fifth of 
the electors. This bill was opposed on the 
ground that it would be the source of constant 
turmoil, and would increase the number of mu- 
nicipal eleetions. It was also opposed because 
it gave one-fifth of the voters power to compel 
the peopie to keep voting on license ques- 


tion. 
Senator Clark defended bis measure very 


earnestly. in all the smaller municipalities, he 
said, the question of license was agitated every 
year and the officers were elected more_on that 
issue than with regard to their qualifications. 
This bili would remove the question from poli- 
ties. and allow it to be settled on its merits by 


itseif. 

The discussion broadened until it assumed a 
political phase, and was protracted until long 
after the usual hour of adjournment. Finally 
a vote was reached pa the motion to ke out 
the enacting clause, and the bi)l was slaughtered 
by a vote of yeas 18, nays E, whereupon the 
Senate adjourned for the day.

“Puts”? and “Calls” on Church Prop- 
erty and Other Realty. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
The agitation of the * put-and-call” business 
bas brought to light the usual rfumber of uy po- 
orits who thank God they are not like other men. 
They are continually gaging their conduct by 
the edicts of Mrs. Grundy, and always studivas 
as to the letter of the law, and do not neglect au 
opportunity to let the Worid know how respect- 
able they are. There is nothing like respecta- 
ble advertising to sell a spurious article, 

When men come up and denounce the put- 
and-call business because it is in violation of 
law they enlist the support of every good citi- 
zen; but when they denounce the business on 
the ground of morality 1 beg to take issue with 
them. The fact that the Legislature bas passed 
a bill against puts and calls in no way affects 
the morality of the question any more than the 
granting of saloon licenses affects the morality 
of the whisky business, The courts have held 
that contracts arising from ts and calls are 
illegal. The courtsin nearly all the States have 
also held and pow hold that all our &peculative 
contracts are gambling, In a broad sense ail 
business is speculetion and all speculation is 
gambling, and the reason why couris decide 
against our way vf 6 lation ig because 
neither the courts nor the attorneys practicing 
before the courts understand the subject of 
future delivery of the Clearing-House system 
by which contracts are being settled, much less 
do they understand the true nature of a put or 
call, It is nothing N nor less than what every 
insurance 8 oes; what every real-es- 
tate egeut does when he sells a party the re- 
fusal of a piece of property for a given time; 
what every mwine-owner dees when he bonds 
his mine for a given time. ä 

Some time ago the Church of the Epiphany on 
the West Side paid €500 for the privilege of buy- 
ing or not buying a piece of property at a cer- 
tain price for a certain time. What is this but a 

dall on that ee en every sense like the 
“oalls”’ we sell 

There is not an element of gambling in this 
put-and-cali business that does not enter into 
nearly every contract on the Board of Trade, 
into every refusal on goods, and into every min- 
ing sale—in fact, into every business transac- 
tion; but because you, Mr. Editor, have discov- 
ered that we have been violating a statute that 
never should bave been enacted, some ef our 
Over- nice members raise their hands in boly 
horror and try to make a distinction between 
tweedie-dee and tweedie-dum. The fact of the

A Detailed Description of the 
Nearly Completed Club- 
House. 


ents of the Interior -A 
Model of Convenience and 
of Beauty. 


The building at the northeast corner of Micb- 
igan avenue and Twentieth street chat is be tus 
constructed for the Calumet Ciub, and which is 
now ranidly approaching completion, will be in 
nearly every respect one of the finest edifices of 
the character in this country. Something over 
a yearanda balf ago the plans for the new 
structure were drawn by Messrs. Burnbam & 
Root, the weill-known architects, and 
soon after ground was broken and the 
active work of construction was beguo, 
In addition to the construction of 
the building, the architects were assigned the 
duty of superintending the decorating and fur- 
nishing of it, and the members of the club who 
have knowledge of the work they have ber- 
formed have no doubt it will prove eminently 
satisfactory in every detail. The buildtng occu- 
pies a lot 134 by 80 feet on the corner stated, 
with the main entrance on Twentieth street. 
The general treatment of the Twentieth street 
front is a screen between two projecting pa- 
vilions. The roofs are high-pitched, giving the 
building somewha the sky-lines of a 
French chateau. It is difficult to 
describe the architectural style of the build- 
ing, except so far asthe massing is concerned 
so extensive has been the use of pressed brick, 
even in moldings, cornices, arches, etc.; but the 
treatment of these members will bring the build- 
ing under the genera! style of 

THE FRENCH RENAISSANCE 
of the early period, The richness of the front is 
very much contributed to by the gilt lines of 
the leading and the stained glass, so that artistic 
character is from the outside even infused into 


the generally prosaic glass of the windows. 

But tae most attractive portion of the build- 
ing will be the interior, several portions of 
which are now receiving the finishing 
touches. It ig almost Impossidle to give 
more than a general deséfiption of the finish- 
ings, decorations, and furniture, for the reason 
that they are not all in place as yet; but a Tuin- 
UNE reporter who visited the structure yester- 
day was enabled to obtain a reasonably good 
idea of all the appointments. 

The basement of the building is already in 
pretty fair shape, and very few changes in ar- 
rangement will probably be made. he Mich- 
igan avenue side the basement, consisting of 
a room thirty-four by seventy-six feet, is set 
apart for a bowlwme-aliey. It will have 
four runs, and will de ted up in 
excellent shape. The laundry occupies a 
large poruon ot the ast end of{the building, and 
the northeast end is given up to the boilers and 
engines. Of the former ere are two, each 
fourteen feet long, with Ofty-four loch crown 
sheets. The centre of the apartment is divided 
up into store and wine cellars most convenientiy 
arranged. 

THE Wer OR MAIN FLOOR 

is rapidly being put in shape, and is already 
very attractive. The entrance on Twentieth 
street,which is reached by a short flight of stone 
steps, is composed entirely of carved red oak, 
the doors being of the same material. The 
vestibule is of the same, and 
is laid in email- figured green, red, 
and chocolate tile. To the left of the main en- 
trance, and arranged soit may be reached from 
the vestibule, is the reception-room. ‘oo 4 ig a 

ut it 
is neatly decorated in flat colors, relieved by 
panels and carvings. To the right of the en- 
trance is che office, with red eak counters on 
two sides next the door and the main hall, of 
which it forms a part. The main fail is very 
attractive. It is laid in buf and terra-ocotta 
tile, and the colors on the ceiling and pillars 
are dull red intone. The carpet which will be 
placed upon the grand oOakeo staircase which 
leads to the second ftoor at the north 
end of the ball will be of deep blue, producing a 
marked contrast which will be very rich. 

At the west side of the main hail is a chimrey- 
corner of rare beauty. It is constructed eu- 
tirely of Chlicago pressed brick, and at either 
side are seats that will be richly upholstered. 
Just above the tireplace is a niche. in which 
will be placed a stained-giass signet of the club. 
which consists of an Indian smok the calu- 
met. The arrangement is such that the licht 
from the large windows of the parlor will bring 
out fully all the colors. The chimoey-corner is 
inside an arch that forms a cozy alcove and 
partially separates it from the hall. 


THE MAIN PARLOR 


is on this floor, and occupies the entire Michigan 
avenue front, bem thirty-four by setenty-six 
feet. In the centre is an oval bay with three 
large windows, and an arch at the north end 
forms a very pretty aicove. In the centre of 
this is a handsome fireplace surmounted by a 
mirror resting on a mantel of butternut to cor- 
respond with the wainscotmg and other wood- 
work of the entire room. At the base of the 
‘seven large windows in the west and south of 
the room are elegantiy upbolstered seats, and 
above the common pilate-giass are stained-giass 
pieces with various central figures. That above 
the window opening on Twentieth street is a 
gem of its kind, and is regarded by artists as 
particularly remarkable for its beauty of design 
and execution. It is an arabesyue mosaic of 
very rich color, having in the centre a charming 
landscape. e general tone of the room is a 
warm grayish brown. The carpet, like those 
throughout the bouse, will be a Wilton, and wil! 
be of u color to ay with the shading of 
the walls and ceiling. lu the centre of the room 
will be a table tweuty feet iu length, finished in 
butternut, and at convenient points will be 
piaced four individual writing-desks for the use 
of members.

Five Hundred Feet of Chicago & Bvans- 
ton Maliroad Track Tern Up at Mid- 


night. 

Another and a much more effectual blow was 
struck at the Chicago & Evanston Railroad Com- 
pany by the inhabitants of Nickersonville last 
night. Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter 
received a pointer” that there would be some 
fun on Southport avenue during the night, and 
last evening repaired {© that locality in 
order to watch developments. Eariy in che 
evening a crowd commenpeed to assebie around 
the corner of Ciybourn apd Southport avenues, 
and after consultation a committee was appoint- 
ed to scour the neighvorbveod and arouse all the 
men. Gradually they began to arrive, and by 
II o’clock there was a mob of over 300 men and 
boys impatient for the opening of the war. 
Pickets were stationed ali along the street 

SO AS TO GIVE WARNING 
when the police arrived. About midnight the 
men formed in Tine and quietly marched up 
Southport avenue to Fullerton avenue, It was 
a quiet, orderly procession, composed of men of 
aii classes and ayes, varying from old gray- 
headed men of 10 down to beardless boys. There 


was an absence of any disposition to create’ 


any disturbance, and but tie drunk- 
enness. ‘The tools, comprising crowbars, 
jim mies, pickaxes, and almost aay implement 
that would be useful which had been hidden be- 
hind fences and under the sidewalks were imme- 
diately brougtt into requisidos, and then buai- 
ness began. A few iuety blows by strong -armed 
men were necessary to make a start, and thea

A. P. Swineford, Commissioner of Mineral 
Statistics for Michigan, bas issued, at his own 
expeuse, a special report respecting the iron-ore 
and copper product of the State, Dur 1882 
the quantity of iron-ore shipped from the mines 
of the Upper Peninsula was 2,048,307 tons, valued 
at $24,263,742. The aggregate production of the 
Upper Peninsula iron mines and furnaces from 
1856 to 1882, inclusive, was 20,500,840 tons of ore 
aud 916.213 tons of pig-iron, the whole being 
valued at $164,862,180. The production of re- 
fined copper from Upper Peninsula mines in 
De wae 57,269,157 pounds, valued at 610.54 I. 408. 10, 
and the aggregate market value of the iron and 
copper raised from the mines of the Upper 
Peninsula in 18823 was, ia round figures, 
N. 00. 

Commissioner Swineford has compiled a table 
giving, upon the best authority obtainabie, the 
amount of dividends paid in 188 by mines 
througbout the Union, and finds that the covper 
district of Michigan alone ledds any other State 
or Territory.

If. however, 
we’ base che caicuiation upon the percentage of 
the net earnings of the copper companies, 
profits made by the iron mines in 1882 would fig- 
ure up to something over $6,500,000, making a

Two men who enlisted were both shot through 
the calf of the leg. The wounds healed imme- 
diately and perfectly. The men did not think 
of pensions until the prospegt of large back pay 
presented the saive necessary to soothe a lager- 
ated conscience. Both received t back pay end

CO-EDUCATION. 
Strong Ground Taken Against the Rev. 
Dr X. 


_ (New York Tunes, Feb. . Ji his Friday 
evening Lenten talks at Trinity Chapel, in West 
Twenty-fifth street, regarding the proper sphere 
of woman, the Rey. Dr. Morgan Dix takes the 
strongest possible ground against “ woman's 
rights,” as that phrase is popularly construed, 
He said lust night that there was not in society 
today any more dangerous public enemy than 
the woman wu, under the pretext of lifting 
herself up to a higher plane of public rights, not 
only deliberately unfitted herself for social and 
domestic duties, but persuaded others to follow 
in the same course. The two “catch” terms, 
bigher education and coeducation, which are so 
commonly used in the public agitation of the 
so-called woman question, Dr, Dix considered to 
be insincere and meaningiess. There was no in- 
telligible explauauon of what was meant by tne 
higher education of women, and the term co- 
education,” if it meant anything, was express- 
sive of the mischievous doctrine that the 
young of both sexes should be taught 
in the same schools, in the same classes, 
on egual terms, and to perform the same 
duties. Sucb a doctrine was calculated to aidia 
the disintegration of the present social system. 
The speaker protested agaipst and denounced 
the “ coeducation” of the sexes ag dangerous . 
and uonatural. Men and women had not the 
same cestinies, and were not fitted to per- 
form the same duties. Young women could not 
be trained in company with young men except 
at the sacrifice of all those modest, delicate 
qualities that formed the peculiar and essential 
charm of womanhood. It was wrong to attem 
to treat young girls as if they were 
game sort creatu as young men. 
Nature protested against such a p R 
There were physical reasons why a young girl 
should not be subjected to the same course of 
train applied in the education of a young 
man. were moral and social reasons why 
the young people of both sexes should not be 
thrown ron acommon level in matters 


v 
. Decency, propriety, and 
elements that shouid be chiefly 
considered in any plan of relationship between 
the sexes, and those clements demanded for a 
woman the watcnfui presence of her mother. 
Any man who would want to have bis daugh- 
ter educated in exactly the same manner as his 
son, would to be stamped asa fool. No 
parent in his right mind could be so misguided 
as to the respective duties be owed to a son and 
a daughter, as to desire them to be trained ex- 
actly alike, as if they were both boys. Itis ab- 
solutely necessary men and women should 
be trained under entirely different conditions 
and in most respects by different Each 
sex deserves to be treated in a nee with 
the laws of nature. A woman could not learn 
to think, speak, and at like a man unless she 
surrendered her womanhood, and even chen she 
would de but a poor imitation of a man. 
Women were desigued by the Creator to to be 
women. to do women’s work, and occupy 
in the world that men could not occupy. 
eminentiy proper that parents should 
take to bave their sons and daughters edpeated 
equaily well, but it was not to ac- 
complishment of such a desire to ve then.

An Answer to Dr, Dix—Mre, Lillie Deve- 
reux Biake Says Liberty Is a Better 
Word than Macnificat.

East Fourteenth street, to listen to Mrs. Lillie 
Devereux Biake’s reply to the Rev. Dr. Morgan 
Dix's lectures on the duties of women in 80 
ciety. Mr. Biake said that, as Dr. Dix's 
three lectures bad been founded wmain- 
ly om two dogmas, bis position could 
be overthrown by disproving weir truth. 
Oue dogma was that, as women owe everything 
to the church, therefore they ougtt to be will- 
mg to spend their lives in upholding it. “It is 
amazing,” said Mrs. Blake, “that a man of Dr. 
Dix’s culture and tearoing should dave made 
guch an assertion. It might have better come 
from the lips of the Rev. John Jasper, of Rich- 
mond. Va., who said: The sun do move.“ His- 
tory teaches us better, for women are now more 
under the dominion of men than they were 
4,000 years ago in Pagan Egypt, where the 
sexes were absolutely equal, socially and polit- 
ically. and in religious lte. in ancient Rome, 
in the time of the Empire, too, women by their 
own endeavors gained their liberty. As to hor 
gu veat history, I am not here to abuse 
Christianity.

SUBURBAN. 
PULLMAN. 

The new Pullman schooi-bhouse, which has been 
in process of construction for nearly a year, is 
now completed and ready for use. It is one of 
the finest structures of the kind in the country, 
and as such is worthy of more than passing 
notice. The following detäils regurding it are 
given by Mr. S. S. Beman, the architect: It is 
situated south of the Arcade Buildimg,in the 
midst of a play-ground two acres in extent, 
which will be ornamented with trees and walks. 
and fronts west. The sizeof the building is 
75x112 feet, three stories and basement. The 
material is pressed brick, trimmed with buff 
Amberst stone, and the style is modern Gothic. 
In its trout are two good-sized eotrances—one 
for each sex. Over ones of the entrances is an 
imposing beifry tower ninety feet in hight. The 
basement is eleven feet in hight, is laid with 
Portiand cement, and contains spacious play- 
rooms for use in stormy weather, beating and 
ventilating apparatus, water-ctiosets,-etc. The 
ground floor contains five school-rooms and a 
Principal's room. Each shool-room is fourteen 
feet high, and is provided with spacious cloak- 
rooms and a private room tor the teach- 
er. furnish with washbasin and 
other conveniences. entrances open 
into 1 targe and well-lighted ball 
14x60 feet, which is repeated on each floor. 
second and third floors are reached by large and 
convenient staircases broken by landings. The 
second Uoor is divided into six large Class-rooms 
and two smail ones for private study. Te third 
floor contaios two large ciass-rooms, one small 
one, and large rooms for laboratories and lect- 
ure- rooms. 

The building, including furniture, cost about 
$45,000, and is intended to seat 600 scholars. inde- 
pendent of the smaller rooms. If necessary 800 
scholars can be properly accommodated. The 
first floor is intended for the smaller children.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was active and strong 
yesterday. There was a good demand for money, 
and bauk rates were quoted firm at 7 per cent, 
The movement of curr@ncy to the country con- 
tinues large; it was — yesterday. 

The tightening of money here, observable for 
a day or two past, is in sympathy with strength 
in New York, which, in turn, ts largely due to 
the heavy drain on the seaboard by Western 
banks, particularly those of Chicago. The 
money belongs to the people who send for it, 
but the withdrawal is felt all the same as a 
cause of scarcity. This money is mostly going 
out West for produce. It was mentioned yes- 
terday that the checks at the Stock-Yards alone 
on the day after Washington's Uirthday pexre- 
gated $3,000,000. Nearly ail of that money is 
going gone) into the country in payment for 
live stock. It is worthy of note thata 
large part of. that money was previously de- 
posited at the Stock- Yards, and the checks for 
that part of it did not show upat all iu the ag- 
gregate of bank clearings of this city. In other 
words, the magnitude, of the business here is 
often but imperfectly retiected by the report of 
bank clearings in Chicago. 

The ciearings of yesterday aggre gate 1 $5,700,- 
60, being $2,400,000 less than the total for Mon- 
day. 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday were 
$18,532, spirits paying $13,959, and cigars and to- 
baceo $3,755. 

Eastern exchange was again flat at a discount 
of We per $1,000, with a good deal of money 
coming hither from the seaboard. 

Money closed easier iu New York yesterday, 
after being very strong. It is understood that 
continued stringency there would be retieved 
by large shipments of goid from Eurgpe, as 
American balances there are on the increase.

The New York stock market was generally 
stronger yesterday, though not specially active. 
There was fair buying early, of the Granger 
stocks, because the roads were reported gene- 
rally clear, with prospects for domg a big carry- 
ing business after the recent blockade. It was 
also believed that some other stocks were in bet- 
ter demand, chietly because it is expected that 
Congress will adjourn without taking any action 
that night be considered detrimental to the bull 
interests. The foreign demand for investment 
stocks also showed some improvement. The 
market eased off in the middie of the day, but 
closed strong.

BOSTON. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 27.—[Special.—The money 
market continues to work closely under the lim- 
ited supply at the disposal of the c ity banks, and 
but for the fact of a considerable faliing off in 
the demand Boston merchants and business- 
men would find the stringency very uncomfort- 
able. As it is, however, there is no trouble on 
that account, the uncertainty in regard to the 
immediate future having retarded the activity 
of the ordinary business movement. and mate- 
rially lessened the demand for money. Some of 
our large banking houses, it is re ported, are 
callmg in  tneair. loaus. in New York 
with a view bf bringing the proceeds 
home. This will help as far as it goes, but be- 
yond that it looks as if the market would have 
to depend upon the slow process Of a gradual 
accumulation from collections and the offerings 
of the country banks. The balance of trade is 
in favor of the Western markets. The Eastern 
commercial centres are owing the West, the 
West wants the money, and is drawing for it, 
and the goid is shippedin response. New York 
being the centre, mects the draft, and she draws 
upon Boston to recruit ber strength. The fact 
is, that the Great West is now s0 rich, no 
only in her staple production, but in money, that 
her influence upon the money market must be 
fully considered. The tone of the stock market 
was somewhat improved today, but whether the 
change should be attributed to the reference of 
the Tariff bill to a committee of conference, 
voted today by a large majority of the House, 
to the prospect of an early adjournment of Con- 
gress, or to manipulation pure and sinple is an 
open question. The desire fora better market 
is very strong. But the doubt nd uncertainty 
surrounding the general situation is still too 
great to justify the hope of any marked change 
for the better. The local markét was more 
active than tor several days, presumably on 
orders to seli at the market price, as sales were 
more diversified than usual, and at generally 
lower prices.

The leading produce markets were rather 
more active yesterday and stronger, after a lit- 
fe weakening in the first half of the session. 
Lighter receipts than had been expected, both 
in bogs and grain, seemed to be the principal 
cause of the change in tone. There was not 
much doing on outside account. 

Provisions were irregularly stronger, with a 
little more doing, including a fair volume of 
changes from March into subsequent mouths. 
The market was a shade firmer at the outset, 
then feil off a little with the anticipation of a 
big run of hogs, and strengthened when 
it was found that hogs were stronger. 
with small receipts for yesterday aad 
the promise of scarcely 15,000 for today, which 
closes the winter season. There was little change 
in the tone of foreign advices, and not many 

utside orders. Local operators sold pork and 
lard rather freely in the first half of the seasion, 
and later there was a fair demand, with only 
moderate offerings, There were whispers to the 
effect that the next statement by the Registrar 
will show comparatively light stocks ou hand. 
especially of lard and meats, the latter having 
been taken out very freely during the last two 
weeks under a better demand by the South, 
while rather large quantities have been taken 
for German ports, which will be open only to 
provisions up to the end ‘of March 
Une prominent operator said .the present 
stock will perhaps*® be found to be 
the smailest of the winter. Pork closed To 
above the latest prices of Monday, at $18.55 asked 
for May. Lard closed 24%@5c higher, at $11.72% 
bid for May. Shortribs closed 74@l0c higher, 
at $10.06 asked for May. On the afternoon call 
the market was firmer, May pork closing at 
$18.57% and May lard at $11.75. 

Fiour was quiet and tame. The foreign mar- 
kets were understood to be easier, so that the 
limits ot buyers for export were generally te- 
duced below the views of holders., and the loca! 
trade was lam. Bran and other coarse mil 
stuffs were steady. 

Wheat was rather more active and generally 
stronger. The market declined uU early in 
the day, then improved lc, and closed he 
above the latest prices of Monday, at $1.08 asked 
for March and $1.15 bid for May. The British 
markets were called quiet and understood to be 
dull, while New York opened out tame, and our 
receipts were expected toincrease. There was 
quite a good deal of selling early in the day on 
orders from parties outside who had sent in 
night messages to sell based on the unfounded 
rumors of the previous afternoon. But these 
offerings were all taken, largely by one man, 
whose gentie faith in the article proved to be as 

d as his Norman blood, the early 
sellers all climbing for it later. 
New York closely responded to the 
feeling here, and sent some buying orders dur- 
ing the last hour of the session.

The lack of animation on the Call Board dur- 
ing a week past may possibly be explained by 
the fact that “the father of the Marsbalsea 
has been sick during that time. When be is not 
there the call suggests Chatterton's idea of 
Saturn; it lags badly. 

It was remarked yesterday that nobody wants 
to buy wheat unless they think there is going to 
be a corner, and that most people are afraid to 
buy wheat, lest there should be one. There may 
be some truth in the suggestion.

STATEMENT OF WILLIAM H. VANDERBILT. 


On the 10th of April last I took passage, in 
company with certain members of my family, 
on the Cunard mail steamer Cambria, trom New 
York to Liverpool.

*"You oan imagine my feelings when I heard 
this. My first impulse was to jump up and raise 
an outery; but, on attempting to do 80, I discov- 
ered that I could not move. My facial muscles 
were yzed in like manner. While keenly 
consci of everything that was going on, I 
was as impotent to speak or move as if I had 
been literally bound and gagged. The sharp 
tingling sensation which perva ed wy limbs and 
ever¥ portion of my body convinced me that 
this paralysis was caused b electrical action— 
that i was,in short,under the nfluence of u power- 
ful gaivanicbattery. Thorndyke then rose from 
his seat, and, standing iu irdat of me, proceeded 
to make passes with bis bands over my bead and 
body, such as are ge pe by biologists to mes- 
merize their subjects. consider myself to be a 
person of more than ordinary strength of will 
and healthy physique, and [ madeevery effort to 
combat the influence which 1 feit was gradually 
creeping over me.

On my arrival in London by 
the City of Paris, only one day bebind my 
family on the Cambria, 1 telegraphed imme- 
diately to my New York agents asking whether 
anvtumg new bad happened in my business re- 
lations, as I bad serious misgivings regarding 
what had bappened during my interval of 
forgetfulness. They televraphed back that ali 
my 4 per cent bonds nad been taken by my 
order from the Safe Deposit Company's vaults. 
I kept the cable working all day, and at last 
discovered that I had been the victim of the 
most astounding piece of successful villainy 
that the wépid bas ever seen. 1 found that I 
was sevenW millions of dollars poorer than 
when l left New York a week before. Of course 
I went to work and had the new bonds 
that Thorndyke got from the Treasury in ex- 
change for mine advertised at once. But what 
good did that do? The villain had laid bis plans 
so Weill that the bonds bad been converted and 
passed through dozens of hands while I was still 
upon the ocean. You will at once see the reasou 
of the villain having the bonds reregistered in 
his own name, as, had they been thrown on the 
market in mine, suspicion might have been 
created, and it would bave been much easier to 
trace them afterwerd. I now look to the Sale 
Deposit Company or Treasury to recoup my loss. 
and my lawyers think I have a good case against 
them on the ground of negligeace.

7 III. 
STATEMENT OF THE UNITED STATES CON- 
SUL, HAIAFAX, NOVA SCOTIA. 

About 10 o'clock of the foresoon of the 12th of 
April ast two gentlemen entered wy office and 
reguested a private interview with me. 1 rec- 
ognized one of them as William H. Vanderbilt, 
whom l bad met on several occasions in New 
Yurk and elsewhere. The other gentieman in- 
troduced bimself as Dr. Basil Thorndyke. alsoof 
New York. He said that Mr. Vanderbilt and 
bimseif had put into Halifax on urgent bust 
ness in His yacht and proceeded toexpiain. He 
informed me that Mr. Vanderbilt band sailed 
from New York for Europe with his family two 
days before. That just after his departure 
a clique of operators on Wall street had 
taken advantage of the tact to bear his stock 
mostunmercifully. That Mr. Dewey, a friend 
of hes, bad reyuested him to follow the steamer 
Mr. Vanderviilt was on with bis yacht, which 
happened to be just about starting on a cruise 
ut the time, and apprise bim of the state of 
affairs. That he bad done 80, and as a conse- 
quence Mr. Vanderbilt had taken advantage of 
the opportunity atforded by the yacht to land at 
the nearest post, and give bim (Mr. Thorndyke) 
autbority and instructions to act for him in New 
York, as he had equally important engagements 
in England which prevented bim from returning 
to New York inperson.

STATEMENT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE. NEV YORK SAFE DEPOSIT COM- 
PANY. 

About 10 o’clock, on the morning of the l4th of 
April last, a gentleman came to che olfice of the 
Safe Deposit Company, and presented to one of 
the employees an order for admission to the 
vault of William H. Vanderbilt, with that gen- 
gentieman’s signature appended. It being well 
known that Mr. Vanderbiit bad sailed for Eu- 
rope four days before, und, as the order was 
dated at sea, on the 12th of April, the paper 
was brought to me, and I sent for the gentleman 
tomy office.

Vanderbilt, connected with United States 
bonds, of which he is a very 
large holder. He explained that the 
business was no less a thing than the 
temporary conversion of the 4 per cent bonds 
owned by Mr. Vanderbilt into other securities, 
but chat as he did not wish his name to appear 
in the transaction be desired that the bonds pow 
held by him sbould be reregistered under a aif- 
ferent name; that he had accommodated Mr. 
Vanderbilt by permitting chis reregistration to 
be effected in his own name; and that all the 
bonds of that denomination beld by Mr. Vander- 
Lilt were now in the outex office of the Treas- 
ury.

It leaks out that at the meeting deid in 
New York last week that the piace was offered 
to Mr. H. W. Gwinner, formerly General las- 
senger Agent of the Pennsy!vania Railroad, and 
at present President of the National Kallway 
Publicauon Society in New York. It is stated 
that Mr. Gwinner was offered a salary of $10,000 
a year with a tive years’ guarantee, but the 
gentieman nevertheless declined to accept the 
place. Mr. Gwinneris an able passenger man, 
and has une executive ability, and would have 
tuude a good man for the place, but he no doubt 
telt that be would succeed no better than Com- 
missioner Fink did in carrying out the agree- 
ments. and probably this was the principal rea- 
son why be declined the offer. Mr. 8. F. Pierson, 
late Commissioner of the Colorado pool at Den- 
ver, who bas great experience in passenger at- 
fairs, is now mentioned for the place.

‘The wuay-billing in this respect 
once made must stand. Agents should make 
millers acquainted. witn this rule, and impress 
upon them the necessity of giving the shipper 
explicit instructions as to how they wiso their 
wheat shipped, whether to be shipped in trausit 
or locally. A sale of the property at the 
fhilling station, after its origina! consigument 
to be milled in transit will not be considereda 
good feason for rebate of the milling-ia-transit 
rate. Forwarding agents will require shippers 
to give actual weight of wheut loaded, and re- 
quest them to load cars in accordance with the 
current rates of their company governing the 
maximum and minimum weights ot car-loads. 
Receiving agents will require consignees to 
show the weignts of the woeat when unloaded, 
and see that freight is paid on every pound of 
wheat transported, Fiour, corn, sports, and 
middiings may be way-biiled from the milling 
stations to Chicago or Milwaukee free, if shipped 
within thirty days after receipt of the wheat.

Flour will be estimated at 200 pounds per bar- 
rel, if in barrels, and at actual weight when m 
sacks. and will be billed free as ugainst wheat 
miiled.in transit only in car-load lots to Chicago 
and Milwaukee.

The property sought to 
be condemned is described in the petition as 
“starting from a point on the boundary line be- 
tween Lilinois and Indiana in the southeasterly 
part of Thornton Township, thence through or 
near the lown of Dalton to sucn terminus in 
the City of Chicago as they may determine.“ 
The officers of the Western Indians are at pres- 
emt in New York, and consequently it could not 
be learned what the above-mentioned proceed- 
ings wean. it is believed that the company 
ineans to construct a second track, and wants 
the new right of way for that purpose.

Tue Oregon Short- 
Line Division is being rapidly pusbed westward, 
and connections are now made at the end of the 
track with tne Utah, Idaho & Oregon Stage Line 
for Walla-Walla, Wasbmegton ‘Territory, and 
intermediate points.
